American Antiquarian. Society 
Makes Public Record Kept 
by Gontinental Colonel. 


REVEALS . ARMY DETAILS 











Notes Commander’s Daily Orders, 
Regrets, Methods and Sym- 
pathy for Soldiers. 





An - orderly _ book, dealing -with .the 
daily record. of George Washington’s 
orders while in command of. the Ameri- 
can Revolutionary forces, and disclosing 
an intimate. insight into .the soldierly 
yet sympathetic quality; of. America’s 
gréat General, has just been revealed to 
the public by the American Antiquarian 
Society of Wercester, Mass. ‘The book 
was kept by Colonel William Henshaw, 
who acted as aid to General. Horatio 
Gates, adjutant to Washington after the 
latter” assumed  Comimahd: of ‘thé .Con- 
tinental. Army in’ July, 1775. 

It' was on July 3, .1775, when Wash- 
‘ington vArrivéd- in Cambridge to assume 
conmimand of the 14,500-men> who com- 
prised..the - Continental Armiy, « that 
Colonel 'Henshaw began his diary.

With the ap- 
pearance of “Aunt Polly’s Story of

F we turn back to the pirate of 
fiction, Stevenson’s Long John 
- Silver, some of Marryat’s fero- 
cious figures, even Barrie’s bur- 
lesque Captain Hook, we shall 
see that certain common ingredients 
go into the making of these imagi- 
nary personalities that somehow 
partake both of the ogre and Robin 
Hood. There is always an immeasur- 
able weakness for potations of rum, 
an extraordinary hundged per cent. 
bloodthirstiness that revels in cut- 
lasses, grappling irons, planks to 
be walked and solitary islands where 
unlucky seamen may be marooned, 
and an incurable habit of burying 
. chests of doubloons, pieces of eight, 
*pistoles and jewels in deserted 
places. A black patch over one eye, 
a peg ieg, or an iron hook for a 
hand is much favored by these ill- 
favored rogues. And a red handker- 
chief tied about the sconce is a fa- 
maliar.touch. In other words, the 
imaginary pirate has developed into 
a type, a type that assumes in itself 
al) the picturesque scoundrelism that 
the hoyish mind may imagine. Ex- 
cept in a few cases this type, of 
course, never actually existed. 
Teach, otherwise known as Black- 
beard, perhaps comes closest to it, 
for Teach possessed that . melo- 
dramatic imagination that under- 
stood that a black beard-and lighted 
matches thrust in the brim of the 
hat above gleaming eyes would go 
further in spreading terror than a 
dozen armed ruffians. But he was 
pretty much of an exception. 

The actual pirate was often not so 
black as naive settlers declared him 
to be. Piracy, after all, was a nat- 
ural 
instinct that had produced the great 
sta rovers, Drake, Raleigh, Haw- 
kins. And‘there were many cases in 
which the pirate regarded himself 
as a patriot aiding his own country, 
in that: he preyed upon no ships ex- 
cept those of countries with whom 
his own land was at war or meagre- 
ly enjoying a* suspicious and tem 
porary peace, Both Archibald Hurd’s 
‘The Reign of the Pirates’’ and Don 
€. Seitz’s ‘Under the Black Filag’’ 
offer plenty of examples of this type

F all the historical stories in

Thus Mr. Browne, in compressing 
the whole marvelous subject in one 
volume, invites an examination, first 
of all, into the plan which he has 
adopted, for_in his almost rash un- 
dertaking the plan i« all important. 
it is not enough to say that he can 
present only an incomplete picture. 
Taking the most hopeful view of his 
opportunities, great omissions are to 
he expected: He is virtually forced 
to rely upon perspective rather than 
details, and the perspective must be 
one that would justify the existence 
of his book. 

This perspective, in brief, is that 
of the vitality of the Jew throughout 
the ages. But Mr. Browne does not 
attempt to prove any- 
thing. Though the Jew has been re- 
peatedly conquered, despoiled and 
dispersed, the mighty of the earth 
who have seemed to triumph over 
him are gone; but the Jew still 
lives,- Mr. Browne pauses at the 


ot Jerusaiem to .moralize as if he 
were guzing at the arch of Titus: 


The remains of that beauteous 
arch are still standing in old Rome. 
And the ruins of the blood-soaked 
wall stil’ stand in old Jerusalem. 
Only there are no Romans now to 
look on that arch and rejoice in the 
triumph it commemorates. The 
Jews alone are left, and they come 
to pray at their old wall even to- 
this day. The Romans have gone 
—gone the way of the Egyptians 
and Assyrians and Babylon 
and Persians and Greeks.

a demand for short plays of 
a definite type—cheap and easy of 
production, and offering no great 
difficulties to amateur acters—which 
far exceeds the supply; and it is 
this need that Alice C. D. Riley has 
attempted to fill in her volume of 
one-act plays, “The $Mandarin 
Coat.”

There is, however, little progress 
beyond this point. The situations on 
which most of the plays are founded 
are stock triangles or quadrangles, 
and they move, more or less logic- 
ally, to the inevitable happy ending.

The growing 
family of “The Sheik’’ is potent, 
and, as you might well expect, 
unique. Behind the thrilling life of 
the desert—the romance of the no- 
mad—behind the mysterious secrets 
of this gaudy life were the seeds 
of a great problem of heredity and 
environment. For the sheik—he 
contemporary 
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_when he demanded: 
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speech sucha satisfactory word— 
has now two sons that are unlike 
each other—incredibly unlike each 
other. . Boy, the oldest, is a told 
and. fearless warrior of the waste- 
land, but the younger brother, John 
Aubrey, Viscount Caryll, has been 
educated atid lived nearly all his life 
in England at the sheik’s ancestral 
heme, Gilencaryll. With that you 
just bring the two together. for the 
first time since they have grown up 
and the story is off.

So the sheik turned out 
to be a model husband and the first 
born of this union, Boy, is the per- 
fect image of his father, and in-his 
adventures chronicled in the latest 
doings of the sheik family realizes 
the old moral that the sins of the 
father are visited upon the son. Thus 
“The Sons of the Sheik’’ repeats 
all the old thrills that comprised the 
beginnings of this study of Arab 
family life. 

Stil, it should be noted at once, 
that “‘The Sons of the Sheik” is an 
artietic advance. Ravaging romance 
it is, of course, but with a perfected 
plot interest that suggests that the 
author would not disdain any of the 
tricks possible to be aped from such 
a master, of exciting plot creation 
as that of the Prince of Romance, 
Dumas. True, its double-barrel plot 
is not squeezed of its uttermost: poasi- 
bilities, but it is dexterous in employ- 
ing most of the well-known rubber 
stamp thrill situations. For instance, 
Boy, the young sheik, in attempting 
to carry off a young. native snake 
charmer, a mysterious little darling, 
is caught and imprisoned by three 
vicious men.

Confessions of Faith by Dr. Bowte of Grace Church and Thomas y Masson z

NY one who has himself tried 
ta put upon paper what he 
believes will read these two 
confessions of faith with a 

genuine fellow feeling for the au- 
thors. Dr. William Russell Bowie 
fs the rector of Grace Church in New 
York. Probably he would repudiate 
the label Modernist and call himself. 
rather a Liberal Evangelical. It is 
with courteous lucidity that he em- 


- phasizes what he considers to be the 


essentials to the religion of Christ. 
very word is selected with care. 
The illustrations are pertinent as 
parables and the anecdotes, fit the 
argument. SHroadly, we may say 
that Dr, Bowie withdraws from in- 
sistence on miracles and the atone- 
tnent, ax often defined, and accept- 
ing evolution, bases’ his faith upon 
the person of Christ; worshiped 
within a Church of disciples, what- 
ever they call themselves, and served 
loyally in the world beyond. 

Dr. Bowie has, indeed, to face a 
perplexing dilemma. He ix a clergy- 
mman of the Episcopal Church. ‘‘I 
could not feel at home,’’ says he, “in 
any other communion.” And he 
«xtols “her inheritance of liberty,” 
coupled with ‘‘continuity,'’ ‘‘her 
veauty of .worship.’’ “‘her mystic 
consciousness’’ and ‘‘sgcramental 
grace."’ In the liturgy of this 
Church, every line of it, creeds are 
inherent. Of these creeds as an edu- 
vation the mind of Dr. Bowie him- 
self, whethér he realizes it or not, 
is a fine project. It is creedal the- 
vlogy. that has clarified his vision. 


Somehow [he writes] there must 
be a sure thread of consistency 
which shall bind together ail that 
we are meant to learn of the life 
of Jesus with all that the God of 
truth reveals to us in his workings 
always and everywhere. 


That is the value of a creed. It tidies 
stray thoughts and gathers loose ends 
into one firm lifeline. Sixteen cen- 
turies ago this very year the Council 
of Nicea wove such a rope, by cling- 
ing to which mankind, like a moun- 
taineer, might clamber up Hill Dif- 
ficulty.- Does that rope still hold? 
Or is it frayed by friction of the 
rocks? 

Dr. Bowie knows that his Church 
cannot shake herself free from for- 
mulas so venerable and compelling. 
They must be recited. For those 
whose minds are in doubt, there- 
fore, he suggests the following reser- 
vation : 


A man can say the Apostles’ or 
the Nicene Creed and rejoice to 
say it, even though he may 
frankly be uncertain whether the 
Virgin Birth was demonstrable fact 
or only a reverent and lovely tra- 
dition of the early Church. 


Continues Dr. Bowie: 


He was conceived. of the Holy 
Ghost. Yes. He was born of the 
Virgin Mary. Yes. 


But a man who s0 confesses need 
not be ‘“‘confident that in literal 
terms some unprecedented miracie 
was wrought.”’ In other words, you 
can state that an event, sacred, yet 
essentially physical, so happened, 
and can yet hold that the physical 
event only happened in a spiritual 
sense. 

One can hardly suppose that a 
compromise with truth, so desperate 
as this, will long endure. The 
ecclesiastic at the altar will be com- 
pelled, in the long run, to accept the 
standard required of a witness in 
court, a merchant in the market- 
place and 4 reporter on a newspaper, 
hamely, that a man’s word is his 
bond, by which bond, as Christ said, 
he is justified or condemned. It is 
for this reason that many churches 
dispense with creeds. They argue 
that, to the. man who believes, a 
creed is superfiuous, while to the 
man who doés not believe it is 
hypocrisy. 

The fact is that Dr. Bowie's true 


affiliation is with the Church Uni- 
versal. 


When I look back [says he] and 
see the infinite simplicity’ of -‘my 
Master, I know that 
counts either for the Church which 
I may love, or for the Church 
which any other man may love, 
‘except in so far as it makes Him 
manifest. 


Only a saint and a gentleman 
could have written that sentence. 
“I am sure,"’ he. goes on, ‘“‘that for 
any Church to-prove that it has the 
apostolical. succession, the best way 
is to demonstrate that it has the 
apostolic success.’ That might have 
been said by George Fox, Leo Tol- 
stoy or even Mahatma Gandhi. 

From the institutional embarrass- 
ments which Dr. Bowie has had to 


face, Thomas L. Masson, our second 
author, is entirely free: He is not 
only a layman but a man of the 
world. This means that he has never 
belonged. to the type of layman 
which, like Lord Hugh Cecil, is more 
ecclesiastic than the clergy them- 
selves. For a period of twenty-eight 
years, Mr. Masson edited Life. In 
him, as in‘many another, “piety 
and wit’’—to quote Omar Khayyam— 
are partners. Nor does Mr. Masson 
forget that an appreciative New 
YorK Times once hailed him as 
“the Marcus Aurelius of the Twen- 
tieth Century’’—which indeéd is a 
bold comparison. In these days of 
an infallible evolution, there is, of 
course, nothing unscientific in the 
scepter of old Rome reappearing in 
Philadelphia as the fountain pen that 
adorns The Saturday Evening Post. 
But, however gratified Marcus Aure- 
lius, as Emperor would have been 
at Nerdea, one doubts whether, as 

Stoic, he would have accepted Mr. 
Masson as his reincarnation. Mr. 
Masson is one who almost persuades 
us that he is a Christian. And. for 
Christians his imperial prototype had 
no use. Marcus Aurelius was the 
Torquemada of Modernism. And if 
Polycarp, Bishop of Smyrna, was 
merely stabbed to death with a dag- 











ger, it was because a tolerant poten- 
tate had tried to burn him, only: to 
find that the fires of martyrdom re- 
fused to kindle upon a prelate so 
orthodox. 

It is significant that, approaching 
the mystery of life from directions 





is-the same solution. Both of them 
refer the riddle. Mr. Masson's 
phrase is ‘‘the platitudinous patter | 
of salvation’’—to the illumination of | 
what call *‘the inner light.”*

It is along Dr. Bowie's open road 
to God that Mr. Masson marches 
‘as “a spiritual vagabond.’ 
“In sunshine and shadow,"’ writes 
he, “up hill and down dale, through 
fire and water, we deal with God 
alone.’’ In all weathers this vaga- 
bond. splashes and flashes with his 
quick phrases. 

And, if one may frankly, 
seldom has the Deity been dealt 
@8/‘with in a fashion so confident and 
so familiar. Mr. Masson has no mis- 
givings over his own beatific vision. 
His book—says he—if ‘‘studied’’ and 
not ‘‘read hastily’’—‘‘disposes of the 
errors which from time immemorial 
have afflicted the human race.’* 

A claim to set mankind right, so 
specious as this, invites analysis. 


interprets the sayings of Christ 
from practical experience, showing 
that as He lived, so must we live. 
without withdrawing in any way 
from the world or limiting —our- 
selves in our daily lives and con- 
tact with others. It shows that 
rea] religion springs spontaneous-

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Some Said That George Fox, “Friend of Truth 


According to Macaulay He Was “Too Much Disordered for

‘HOSE who think to find new 
matter of high importance in 
this volume (published in 
commemoration of the -ter- 
centenary of the birth of 

George Fox) will be disappointed. 
Though there are a certain number 
of -**discoveries,”’ it must “be. ad- 
mitted that, on the whole, Penn, 
Ellwood and the other Friends who 
edited the itinerary journals did 
their work well. They left very 
little ufiused in the documents which

regards the personality of Fox or the 
origin of the Society of ‘‘the Friends 
J That is their full name, 
remember, and one in every way 
worthy. They are not friends of 
each other but of something higher. 

But though this warning against 
the expectation of discoveries is 
necessary in the case of those who 
value intensely the sayings and do- 
ings of Fox, it must not be sup- 
posed that the “hitherto unpub- 
lished’? material is dull or trivial. 
Though there were no great things 
left out by Fox's original editors and 
biographers, several of the smaller 
omissions are very interesting. For 
example, ‘‘the healing of a woman 
believed to be possessed.’* Again, 
as the ably written introduction 
notes, there are the two very curious 
phrases in which before a passage of 
protest George Fox speaks. of some- 
thing ‘‘striking at his life.’’ Pre- 
sumably he meant by this a spiritual 
experience of a kind so strong as to 
be almost devitalizing—an experience 
such as modern men would call soul- 
shaking—an experience which rocks 
the very foundations of personality 
and identity. Such experiences are 
apt to seem like a blow at the heart. 

One of the things which struck at 
Fox's life was the sight of the great 
ehureh at Nottingham—‘‘a- great 
idol and idolatrous temple,’’ as he 
phrases it. On another occasion it 
was the sound of a church bell that 
overwhelmed him and almost made 
the waters of Lethe pass over his 
head. But though you might strike 
at it, you could never kill the life 
spirit of Fox. To use his own phrase, 
that spirit was always ‘‘revived 
again by the power of God.”* © 

But Fox did not merely suffer 
spiritual wounds. He was belabored 
in body quite as badly as he was 
in spirit. It is difficult to read un- 
moved the account of his imprison- 
ment in loathsome jaile—often little 


better than pits of filth—and of the,}- 


way in which he was stoned and be- 
labored with fists and clubs while 
he carried through England and 
Scotland his message to mankind. 

In truth, he was born for what- 
ever was arduous, both in the spirit 
and the flesh, and his noble heart 
never betrayed him imto fear, and 
very seldom into any thought of ven- 
geance on his enemies. If he did 
record that these exemies usually 
came to a bad end, it was in the 
hature of an observation of the fact 
that the wicked did not really flour- 
ish even in a dark and _ corrupted 
age. Here are noble words which 
express his permanent attitude when 
he was despitefully used, ‘“‘I was so 
bruised when I was cold that I could 
not turn me in my bed, and bruised 
inwardly at my heart, but,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘after a while the power of 
the Lord went through me and 
healed me, that I was well: Glory 
to the Lord for eveft’’ 

In this context, I may quote at 
length the following memorable pas- 
sage, one which shows how his 
greatness of spirit surmounted and 
iumined what in another man one 
must have called the horrors of life. 
To Fox they were not horrors, since 
they never broke, or- soured, or 
maimed his fervent spirit.

T is with a quickened sense of 

study, growth and discovery 

that ‘‘any one apt to read this 

book"’—the author’s happy clas- 

sification of his audience—will 
search the information and ponder. 
the implications of James H. Leuba's 
“Psychology of Religious Mysti- 
cism.’’ The book is the third in the 
field in which Professor Leuba has 
made his more important contribu- 
tions to psychological investigation, 
its predecessors having been ‘A 
Vsychological Study of Religion” 
(New York, Macmillan, 1912), and 
“The Belief in God and Immor- 
tality’’ (Chicago, The Open Court,’ 

21). 

The title of the present volume, 
although precise and accurate, may 
fail to provoke the interest of some 
who constitute the legitimate audi- 
ence of the book, for many of us 
have been made shock expectant by 
blaring titles and fail to heed the 
truth in simpler attire. ‘The Great 
Mystics," a chapter head, though 
less descriptive of the book as a 
whole, is- nevertheless the core of 
its matter and undoubtedly would 
attract wider attention than ~the 


modest title it bears. The great| 


mystics considered are representa- 
tive saints of the Roman Catholic 
Church and one modern Protestant 
mystic. Leading up to the intensive 
study of their lives~and phychol- 
ogies. a comprehensive history o 
mystical states and methods of their 
production is presented. Although 
many lesser and greater mystics are 
referred to, and modern clinical find- 
ings constantly are brought to bear 
on the problems presented by the 
characters of the older saints and 
their modern prototype, it is upon 
their lives first of all that the 
searchlight of painstaking, methodi- 

eal and ‘exhaustive research is 
turned. 

They are: Heinrich Suzo (13500- 
66), Catherine of Genoa (1477-1510), 
Mme. Guyon (1648-1717), Santa 
Theresa (1515-82), St. Marguerite 
Marie (1647-90), and Mile. Vé, the 
subject of Flournoy’s ‘Une Mystique 
Moderne.”’ 

Overemphasizing the importance of 
the book would be difficult. It ts 
' useful, authoritative, stimulating. 
Sanity and sobriety, a laboratory 
rather than a platform tone and a 
total absence of what may be called 
the lingo -of complexes and con- 
sctousnesses, distinguish this com- 
petent study of the transcendent ex- 
periences of the human mind. 

Doctors, no doubt, will disagree 
with rejections and premises, as well 
as with conclusions, just as they do 
in any other field undergoing ex- 
ploration. However, it virtually 
would be impossible to disagree with 
the abundance of facts thoroughly 
gathered and effectively presented. 
These inevitably stir the mind to 
conclusions, but nowhere does the 
author make his approach to them 
a bias. 

Beginning with the lowest forms 
of ecstasy, those produced by drugs 
and other physical means, Professor 
Leuba remarks in each the funda- 
mental characteristics which he be- 
lieves establish their kinship to the 
transports of poets and saints. Not 
the least interesting of these is the 
study of the effects of —mescal, 
hasheesh, cocaine, opium. and alco- 
hol, and the comparative considera- 
tion of the beatitudes produced by 
them. Effects experienced by com- 
petent observers in tests carried out 
under scientific conditions are re- 
viewed. 

Oriental and Western modes of in- 
ducing mystical ecstasy, their goals 
and their relation to religions are 
fully described. A chapter is de- 
voted to the Yoga system of mental 
concentration and mysticism, re- 
garded by the author as the link 
between the religious intoxication of 
the savage and the eestasies of the 
higher religions. Details of Yoga 
practices, as well as the stages and 
character of the ecstasy arrived at, 
are fully presented. 

After this careful introduction, the 
casual student is prepared to observe 
the lives and psychological experi- 
ences of the Christian mystics with 
a better defined criticism. and a 
sharper insight. In view of the in- 
timate relation between the ordinary 
moods of depression and of inspira- 
tion common to us all, and the oscil-

The inflation which gave the 
farmers control of the home market 
lost its value when the invasion of 
the Ruhr killed the paper mark and 
rendered ‘stabilization an urgent ne- 
cessity. With the appearance of the 
rentenmark in the Autumn of 1923 
the reign of the food kings was 
over.’’

Germany Governing Herself 


alluded. The preservation of the 
republic, he says, depends less on 
the principles of its citizens than on 
the treatment accorded to Germany 
by the victor nations. That is going 
a bit too far. No doubt the repub- 
lican régime will profit by kind treat- 
ment from abroad. In the United 
States we know something about 
what prosperity will do to an Ad- 
ministration. But it hardly does jus- 
tice to the democratic elements in 
Germany and to the sound traits of 
German character to assume that 
German democracy is chiefly depen- 
dent on forees from the outside. In 
actual fact there is no perfect paral- 
lelism between allied policy and re- 
publican sentiment in Germany. It 
is not true that republicanism looked 
up when the Allies were decent and 
slumped when the Allies were rough. 
The Reichstag elections of May, 
1924, were held after the fall of 
Poincaré and the fair certainty of a 
milder Fren*h -policy. . Yet that 
election- registered a notable swing 
toward monarchism. The Dawes 
plan, with the allied concessions, 
came into effect later in 1924. Yet

privacy and exciusiveness are no 


longer possible; oor, what is even. 


sadder, even desirable to most people. 
But the Arcturus had a private and exclusive 
view in the Pacific of a spectacle that might 
have been arranged for our special benefit. 
Se far as we know, ours were the only 
_human eyes to see it, and such is the quaint- 
ness of human nature that we felt quite 
puffed up and proud over our sheer good 
luck. 

On the night of April 10 the ship lay in 
Darwin Bay, at Tower Island, where we had 
been studying the shore fishes by the novel 
~means of a diving helmet.. During the day 
ithe phenomenon of a strong south wind had 
made the Captain rather uneasy; for the 
bay, @ perfect shelter under the conditions 
which almost always prevail in the Gala- 
pagos. ix open to the south, and the black 
cliffs loomed closé to our anchorage. 

At 1 o’clock in the morning the second 
officer roused us to look at a faint, puisat- 
ing, rosy glow in the southwest. Bearings 
located it as on the northern end ef Albe- 
marie Island, and at sunrise we weighed 
anchor and set out to investigaie. Our gan- 
net friends, who had found the Arcturus a 
delightful resting place during all our stay, 
were reluctant to leave us, and at least two 
‘lozen bore the nervous strain of our noisy 


departure and with great fortitude clung to 
masts and davits and rode out into the Pa- 
cific. Several huge devilfish floated slowly 
past. gracefully undulating; and flying fish 
fifteen inches long. with lavender-pink 
wings, scaled from under the bows. 

During the day we made a station, putting 
over nets and trawis and adding to our col- 
lections telescope-eyed, strangely compressed 
fish, others with wonderful luminescent or- 
gans and several large Leptocephali, the 
transparent iarval form of the eel. 

At dusk all eyes were eagerly fixed on the 
southwest, straining. for that glowing point. 
It was there, clearer and nearer and 
strengthening with every moment of grow- 
ing darkness. On our previous voyage to 
this archipelago we had scanmed- each erater- 
isiand_ hopefully, and tried to imagine that 


fiery sunset streaks and wisps of tattered 
cloud were the glow and smoke of an erup- 
tion. Now we could hardly believe in our 
good fortune that a volcano should actually 
break out while we’ happened to be near. 
Comparatively few eruptions in this archi- 
pelago have been witnessed, considering that 
it is of volcanic origin and that there must 
have been hundreds of disturbances since it 
was first discovered. From the circumstance 
that the Inca Tupac Yupanqui named one of 
the islands the Isfand of Fire, we presume 
that his were the first human eyes to witness 
an eruption in this barren place. An old 
Boston sea captain, one Amasa Delano, re- 
ported.such a phenomenon in 1800 on Albe- 
marie, ard a splendid description of an awe- 
inspiring. eutberst on Narborough was writ- 
ten by Benjamin Morrell, who saw it in 1825.

I was a few -yards in advance and 
reached the top ahead of Teer-V:

AY 
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Portrayer of War’s Horrors:Says Strife Has Never Profited Humanity, and Believes the Wor 
Only Hope Lies in International Reorganization—Censures: America’s Traditionalism 


By HERMAN BERNSTEIN

of the social movement now at work 
in the Old World. ‘The persons who 
appear to constitute the preponder- 
ant mass of what is conveniently 
termed public opinion are .very. far 
from having even an inkling of the 
profundity of certain. currents—I 
think especially the proletarian and 
revolutionary . movement—and are 
too easily satisfied with appearances 
or official legends. 

“A country like France. is not 
really represented by those who pro- 
visionally direct its external and in- 
ternal policy—not more so, at any 
rate, than are the numerous Ameri- 
can people truly represented by the 
great American kings of industry 


and finance, at present embarking | - 


on the task of colonizing Europe and 
of directing from on high the destt- 
nies of old peoples. 


War Brought No Profit 


‘*Please bear in mind that my criti- 
cism of America is aimed solely. at 
the acts and deeds of the American 
autocracy, and not at the totality of 
one of the most extensive and pro- 
lific nations on earth. . America—a 
young, sound and strong people— 
should bring to the clash of ideas a 
spirit of balance, of impartial moder-

SHANGHAI. 
ANG YU-WEI, among his 
books and his stuffed tor- 
toises an®@ crocodiles in his 
retreat at Shanghai, stands 
-mpon a unique ‘pedestal of fame. He 
‘ig the modern sage of China, the 
Yast of a long line whose thoughts, 
words and acts have had immense 
effect upon the lives of a quarter of 
the world’s population inside - the 
Great Wall. He is a sage and a 
scholar of the line of Confucius and 
Mencius,* not so great as they, but 
a worthy bearer of their traditions.- 

He has acquired virtue and honor 
by following the long and steep road 
through the Chinese classics. To 
‘vanquish sleep, he. has ‘‘suspended 
his head by the hair from a beam”; 
he has ‘“‘read: by the light of glow- 
worms and by refiection of snow,” 
with his book “‘tied to a cow’s horn” 
as laid down in the epistolary poem 
which is the first reader in Chinese 

‘wchools. Like Confucius, the Mas- 
ter, he has traveled far, but he likes 
to think himself a product of uni- 
versal knowledge, for he has circum- 

navigated the globe four times. 

Whereas Confucius went to the 
distant State of Wei (Chinli), Sage 
Kang has visited thirty-ome coun- 
tries, has lived several years in the 
United States, knows Mexico inti- 
mately, keeps a house in Berlin, and 
is at home in London and Paris. 
With his hand on the Analects of 
Confucius, he believes in the League 
of Nations, Shakespeare and Cam- 
bridge Modern History and sends his» 
daughter to act as China’s delegate 

to the Women's Peace Conference 
of the League. 

When he stirs up his memories, | 
Sage Kang looks back upon a busy | 
stage of his country’s history. It is; 

“a magnificent stage, too, draped with 
the trappings of the Imperial Dragon 
at the height of its glory. He sees 
big figures stalk out proudly upon 
it and sees his own figure 
mingie among them at the most’ mo- 
mentous period in China's history— 
the period of the Hundred Days’ 
Reform. in 1898, when, under his 
mesmeric influence, the puppet Em- 
peror Kwang Hsu issued decree af- 
ter decree, on. the imperial yellow 
paper with vermilion ink, ordering 

. the tearing down of the old structure 
and the erecting of the new, -the re- 
formed, the foreign. 


The Imperial Decree 


Then the Emperor said: “If we 
continue to drift with our army un- 
trained, our revenues disorganized, 
our scholars ignorant and our ar- 
tisans without technical training, 
how can we possibly hope to hold 
our own among the nations and to 
cross the gulf which divided the 
weak from the strong?’ That was 
the wording of the imperial decree, 
-but those who knew what was pro- 
ceeding behind the painted fierce- 
ness of the fire-snorting dragon 
knew that those words had been put 
in the Emperor's mouth by Sage 
Kang, then a young man of ambi- 
tipn and enlightenment who saw the 
folty of prolonging China's isolation 
in a practical world. 

On this stage Sage Kang also 
sees the proud, haughty Empress 
Dowager Tzu Hsi, ‘‘the old Bud- 
aha,’’ as her subjects proudly called 

“her, whose autocratic hand Kang 
and the Emperor plotted -to remove 
from the reins of power. He sees 
Yuan Shih-kai, the stanch old sol- 
dier, who disclosed the plot and af- 
terward fell victim to his own mon- 
archistic ambitions; Jung Lu, the 

_ Old Buddha's faithful kinsman and 
lieutenant, who confounded the 
plotters, sped his soldiers to Peking 
and insured success to her coup 
d'etat. 

In a twinkling this vishonary 
structure of reform disappeared. 
The puppet Emperor was impris- 
oned; his imperious aunt once more 
seized the jade sceptre, which she 
never relaxed until a greater power 
ealled her to “mount the dragon.’’ 
The plotters were dispelled. Kang 





survived only through the assist- 
ance of the Emperor, who fore-

warned him, and a British Consul, 
who helped him to escape before the 
knife fell on the reformers. 

An outcast, Sage Kang roamed 
the world while the heads of his col- 
leagues rolled in the dust in the exe- 
cution ground outside Peking city 
walls. The Old Buddha never for- 
gave him. When in the festivity and 
happiness of her seventieth birthday 
anniversary she pardoned the rest 
of the reformers, Sage Kang’s name 
was excepted. Only the revolution 
of 1911 brought him that amnesty 
which once again opened his coun- 
try’s doors to him. 





Sage Kang looks interestedly on 


another stage in Peking, when, for 
a single day in 1917, the Boy Em- 
peror Hsuan Tung ruled,and dragon 
flags flew from Peking shops. That 
was the attempt of General Chang 
Hsun to restore the monarchy with 
Sage Kang’s assistance. The em- 
pire lasted one day and was killed 
by Marshal Tuan Chi-jui, China’s’ 
Present executive. Again Sage Kang 
fled, this time to the American Le 
gation. 


He is still Sage Kang. A man 
with two failures would be forgotten 
in the West. In the East he is still 
thé Sage, and the influence of a 
sage is still great notwithstanding 
the efforts to introduce indiscrimi- 
nating standardization jnto things. 
Reverytnce for gray hairs, respect for 
learning and scholarship are still 
eminent virtues in China. Even the

My interpreter is a young Chinese | 


graduate of a semi-foreign school, 
speaking and writing English per-'| 
fectly; but he excused himself from ; 
writing the letter of introduction, 
pleading. that his caligraphy, his’ 
learning, his choice of characters 
were too imperfect to pen a letter 
that was to meet the eye of so fa- 
mous a scholar as Kang Yu-wei. I 
had to enlist the services of a scholar 
of the old school, a master of the 
art of beautiful penmanship. 

The Sage dwells in a -house that 
China _ trans-

planted in a modern, foreign. city. 
Notwithstanding his familiarity with 
the ‘“‘barbarian world,” he is Chi- 
nese and lives like a Chinese—not 
ensconced in the cushioned luxuries 
of foreign furniture which the de- 
posed political leaders select to pass 
their secluded existences in the pro- 
tective bosom of the International 
Settlement. 


His reception room is his study in 
the corner of the big garden, where 
narrow paths wind past well-kept 
lawne, rockeries and < hillocks 
crowned with Summer shade. His 
house is on the far side, a wooden 
structure with tiles—a tiled roof in 
Shanghai.. He shows to visitors an 
ancient slab of stone, unearthed in 
Honan, on which are carved a fig- 
ture. of a warrior and characters 
which no one has succeeded in de- 
ciphering because of the age of the 


stone, which is reputed to be 4,000 
years. Near where a_ thousand- 
year-old bell hangs is a carved 
j marble table which he brought from 
Rome. Piaster busts of Roman 
Generals, English Admirals, Napo- 
i Yeon, Christopher Columbus and 
some unknown figures form a line 
across the flower beds, with two 
Chinese dragons guarding the 
flanks. 

Sage Kang combines a charming 
geniality with a wonderful patient 
willingness to explain obscure points, 
and his jovial face is always lit with 
a smile. Back of all his statements 
one perceives a strange compromise 





of personality; the quaintness of a 
Chinese sage with -the outlook of a 
student of modern politics. 

“A republican form of - govern- 
ment is too advanced for China,” he 
told me. “China will achieve the 
peace she longs for: only under a 
monarchy, because her whole social 
system is built upon the knowledge 
of a monarch living in Peking and 
acting as intermediary: between the 
heavenly powers and the people. It 
|is quite true that even in the days 
of the empire there was much de- 
mocracy among.the people, that the 
power of the Emperor was not felt 
acutely in inland towns and cities, 
and that life was ordered on a very 
free and democratic basis. But isn’t 
that true in other countries which 
are constitutional monarchies? Is it 





necessary for a ruler to oppress his

people in order to demonstrate that 
his country is a monarchy? 


“I am.a great admirer of the form 


ocratic as the people of the United 
States. They are not oppressed, nor 
victims of iniquitous taxes, nor is 
the country disturbed. There are no 
civil conflicts, no_ political leaders 
fighting one another... The country 
is wealthy, the people happy, and 
they revere their King, in whom are 
centred affection and loyalty. You 
have a free democracy under a con- 
stitutional monarchy, with a king 
embodying all the beautiful tradi- 
tions connected with kingship and 
keeping the country united and 
happy. 

“There will come a day when every 
country will be a republic, But that 
is far ahead for China. The majority 
of the Chinese people are illiterate, 
uneducated, with no knowledge of 


{national affairs. Democracy “is a 


system of government for the edu- 
cated. How can the Chinese appre- 
ciate a republic when they do not 
know what -it means and cannot ful- 
fill the duties and_ responsibilities 
which citizenship of a ee 
entails? . 

“The result of~ the premature 
foundation of a republic in China is 
to be seen on every hand. The 
country is disturbed; there ts no 
national authority; the Government 
is a Government in name only, the 
Plaything of _ powerful militarists; 
the leaders are fighting among 
themselves; revenues are disappear- 
ing into the pockets of the Tuchuns; 
and wars are continually breaking 
out, inflicting terrible hardships on 
the people." His voice rose and his 
hands swept the air. 


Called Monarchists at Heart 


“‘All this arises from the lack of 
national authority, which would be 
Provided if China were a monarchy 
and had an Emperor, for the people 


_ {are cemented into a body by the tra- 


ditions of monarchy. There is won- 
derful cohesion in the pomp of ma- 
jesty. In China, which has been a 


;Monarchy for 4,000 years—and néver 
(at its worst in that period did mon- 


archy produce such a calamitous ~ 


-} régime as the present republicanism: 


—there is a ngtidnai cohesion under 
@ mona which sets one, with 
dynastic right, above the others and 
Produces reverence and respect: 
Sage Kang believes that the Chi- 
nese people are monarchists ~ at 
heart. ‘‘l am certain,” he says, 
“that all the leaders are, but they 
dare not proclaim it, because the Re- 
publican Government puts power 
and wealth in their hands which 
would not be theirs: if the Emperor 
reigned. Every one of them has a 
republican flag in one pocket and 
an imperial figg in the other, so he 
can fly either when the mood 
changes. A country’s Government 
is like a man’s clothes; he takes 
them off in Summer and puts on 


‘| thicker clothes in Winter when he 


needs them. He changes his’ clothes _ 
according to the seasons. 

“China has also chafged her Gov- 
ernment, and she will return to the 
old form when the need is too great 
to resist.” 

The sage is not downcast at the 
failure of his efforts to assist the 
attainment of his ideal Government 
for-China. ‘‘if there -were any -man 
in the country today possessing the 
requisite: qualities for elevation to 
the monarchy,’’ he says, ‘‘I would 
willingly agsist him. The trouble 
with China today is that there is 
not a single man big enough, worthy _ 
enough to found a new dynasty. 
Yuan Shih-Kai thought himse'f big’ 
enough to make himself Emperor, 


but he failed because he was ob-_ 


sessed with too much military zeal. 
The ruling line must combine quali- 
ties which none of the leaders in 
China today, Chang Tso-lin, Tuan 
Chi-jui, Wu. Pei-fu, possess. There- 
fore, the restoration of the Manchu 
house and the reinstatement of 
Hsuan Tung, called by foreigners 
the ‘Boy Emreror’ is the logical 


action.’’

HE small racing yacht will be 
more popular this Summer 
than ever before. When the 
smoky s0u' westers come 

piping over Long Isiand Sound: in 
the vacation days just ahead, - they 
will find hundreds of trim ‘sails to 
puff, hundreds of little boats ready 
for zestful sport. Out the pretty 
eraft will go from harbors on both 
sides of the Sound, lee gunwales 
under and all hands hanging to the 
weather rail. The_ tropic blue to 
which the water turns on such a day 
will be a background for a myriad 
of white mainsails and topsaiis and 
jibs. The blown spray will drench 
many a youthful skipper without 
dampening his- ardor in the least. 

The sou’wester is a favorite 
racing wind on Long Island Sound. 
It is not confined to that picturesque 
waterway. On every bay and sound 
along the coast from fhe Virginia 
Capes to Bar Harbor great fleets will 
be out. The weatherbeaten veterans 
of many a hard-fought racing seq- 
son will be there, of course, but the 
small hoats—dories, sneak-boxes, cat. 
boats, star class sloops and knock- 
abouts—handled by youngsters from 
10 to 15 years old, will form the 
larger part of all the racing’ squad- 
rons. Boys and girls are going in 
strong for boat sailing, encouraged 
by fathers and mothers who have 
salt water tendencies. 

¢ Many New Boats 

A glance at the roster of yachts 
already built at yards along the At- 
jantic Coast in 1925 will give some 
notion of the great revival of small 
boat. sailing. It was estimated re- 
cently by a statistical chap that 216 
new boats would come out this year, 
and his estimate is probably conser- 
vative. It includes many schooners 
and R Class sloops, but at least 75 
per cent. of the new work is in small 
yachts of from 12 to 15 feet water- 
line.

One is not likely to forget that 
chmb, winding step by step around 
the. iron legs of the goddess, or 
rather what Bartholdi, her creator, 
meant for legs. The treads are nar- 
row and slippery, worn by the feet of 
thousands of the faithful: the air is 
stuffy, the way long. At last the 
top landing, and the pilgrim entered 
the hall of the vandals. They have 
come unashamed and in great num- 
bers to scrawl their names and ad- 
dresses in pencil and chalk upon the 
walis—the very brain cavity of the 
goddess—and to scratch their-marks 
upon the windows overlooking the 
harbor. This despite a solemn warn- 
ing that all may read. Fortunately 
the goddess is immune to souvenir 
hunters. She cannot be carried away 
piecemeal, for whieh we should give 
thanks, but sesmingly she cannot 
escape the attention of the vandals. 

With a curse on the tribe of 
autographers, the pilgrim began his 
descent, not, however, without com- 
mending a wise Government for hav- 
ing blocked the stairway of the 
torch-bearing arm — a. precaution 
taken after the goddess was hom- 
barded by shrapnel the night that 
New York was shaken by an explo- 
sion of war munitions at the Black 
Tom dock behind her. 

Within the main entrance of the 
pedestal is a tablet bearing the son- 
net to The New Colossus, written by 
Emma Lazarus. The pilgrim copied 
these lines: 

“Keep, ancient lands, your storied 


pomp,”’ cried she : 
With silent lips. “Give me your 
tired, your poor, 
huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free, 
ae ee 
Send ert the homeless, tempest-tost

were written the “huddled masses’’

to Ellis Island, their port of entry. 
until- at last the “golden deor’’ was 
¢losed—to be opened again only to 
the elect. Thus America has changed 
with the times. The meiting pot _re- 
jects the unfit alien, while welcom- 
ing the fit. But through it all the 
goddexs has maintained her admira- 
bie poise. -Her position is fixed for 
ali time. She is the First Lady of 
Liberty, standing aloof from those 
who mold the nation’s policies, write 
its laws and dictate the fashions of 


all the other isms of a restless demo- 
cratic world are wholly. beyond her 
vision. The goddess does not have 
to express herself. She has no com- 
plexes. Unconcerned with the pomp 
of man and the vanity of woman, she 
goes her way, ever faithful to her 
high purpose. 

Oct. 28, 1886, was the first birth- 
day of the goddess, if the day of her 
dedication can be ¢ a birthday. 
Her recognition as a citizen of the 
‘Western world was a noteworthy 
event in the annals of the harbor. 
Many did her honor, and President 
Cleveland gave her the dignity of a 
goddess and America’s blessings. He 
said: 


The Light of Freedom 

“‘We are not here today to bow 
before thé representation .of a fierce 
and warlike god, filled with wrath 
and vengeance, but we joyously con- 
template instead our own deity keep- 
ing watch and ward before the open 
gates of America, and greater than 
all that have heen celebrated in an- 
cient song. Instead of grasp in 
her hands the thunderbolts of terror 
and death, she holds aloft the light 
which illumines the way to man’s 
enfranchisement. We shall not for- 
get that liberty has here made her 
home; nor shall her chosen altar be 
negiected."’ 

Young in years the goddess may 
be, but she is old in wisdom, for one

FY YO the uninitiated observer it 
would seem odd that, since

The first Afghan war of 183842 
was typical. A complete victory,.of

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TWO-DOLLAR BILL STILL TREASURY'S JINX 


By WILLIAM A DU PUY 
HE old superstition that the 
*two-dollar bilt -is unlucky 
vosts the Government $1,000, - 
_ 000 a year. But for it the 
tax burden might be lightened to 
the extent ‘of around 4,000 pounds 
of gold per annum. That is the 
exaction, in. effect, the piratical 
Brethren of the Coast of earlier cen- 
turies levy upon us through a credu- 
lous fear they introduced into the 
mainiand regarding certain ‘‘pieces 
of eight.’ 
Of the manner in which the two- 
dollar superstition works here: one 
finds enlightening evidence. In Can- 
ada, which is on a dollar currency 
basis, as is the United States, two- 
dollar pilis are used. There is no 
Superstition there against them. 
They fill a normal place in the cur- 
reney scheme. For each 100 one- 
dollar bills in circulation there are 
thirty-six two-dollar bills. 

In the United States two-dollar

Origin of Superstition 

It appears, however, that there is, 
much more of the impressiveness of | 
actual history back of this super- 
stition that is interfering with Treas- ; 

I find ground 
for believing that ‘the tearing, off, 
the corner of the two-dollar bills to’ 
break the Jinx is connected with the | 
days 200 years back when buc- 

_Caneers sailéd the Spanish Main and 
engaged in the stirring avocation of 
preying on Spain's galleon. 

It is an interesting fact in our 
monetary past that the granddaddies 
of our dollars were the old Spanish 
“pieces of eight’’ of which much is 
recorded in romances of the Carib- 
bean, as ‘‘Captain Blood’’ and the 
histories of the pirates. Spanish in- 
fluence was strong in the early days 
of the Western world,’ especially 
about the Tropic of Cancer. In those 
days money was scant. There was 
only coin; paper money had not been 
made and the amount of hard money 
was limited largely to the amount of 
silver available. England was short 
of silver, while Spain had got the 
most of that which America yielded 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. Spain had moré coin 
than any other nation. Consequently 
in the early American colonies more 
pieces of eight were in use than 
English coins. | 

The colonists became accustomed 
to using pieces of eight and, because 
of this, we adopted a system of dol- 
lar currency instead of pounds and 
shillings. Pieces of eight were coins 
containing, properly, eight reales, or 
bits, but often degenerating to six 
reales. The Spanish - speaking 
peoples to the south still use. the 
peso, or dollar, of eight reales. It 
is because of this that the 25-cent 
piece is, in Mexico, ‘‘dos reales’’ and 
along the border on the American 
side ‘‘two bits."' 

In the days of the Spanish Main 
there were other silver coins of 10 
reales, 12 reales, and, finally, of

TRIALS OF A FISH PHOTOGRAPHER 


HOTOGRAPHY is the ‘‘black 

art!’ of Elwin 8. Sanborn, and 

hé practices it at night at the 
Aquarium in Battery Park. During 
the daytime the Aquarium is 
crowded with visitors, making indoor 
photography difficult, so Mr. San- 
born hunts at night with the camera, 
and often he must use stealth and 
Patience to ‘“‘capture’’ his game. 
Incidentally, he hunts with the 
camera at the Bronx Zoological 
Gardens, going into the cages of 
wild animals to get close-ups. 

Mr. Sanborn’s success in photo- 
graphing fish has come only after 
years of experimental work. He at- 
tributes part of his success to a pair 
of cuff links, the kind that were 
used to clasp the old ‘‘boiler plate’’ 
cuffs. 

Formerly the fish were taken out 
of their glass cases and carried to 
tanks on the roof to have their pic- 
tures taken. That always made 
them grumpy. They would sink to 
the bottom, drab in color and slug- 
gish in spirit, and droop their fins 
dejectedly. Their pictures, conse- 
quently, were’ not real likenesses. 
If they were to be adequately repro- 





duced they must be caught un- 
awares in their home tanks. The 
job looked easy to Mr. Sanborn. 
But his first proofs were flat fail- 
ures. The daylight was not so 
powerful as it looked. ‘ Next time he 
brought flash powder and set it off 
in front of the tanks. He got every- 
thing in the picture except fish. 
The light on the giass produced the 
effect of a mirror. 
Cuff Links Helped 

It then occured to him that if there 
were nothing to reflect, the light 
might penetrate through the glass 
as intended. When he hung. up a 
black curtain, the pillars and posts. 
were eliminated from the picture 
but the plates were blank. It was 
not until he put the light over the 
tanks, -where the daylight sifts in, 
that he got results at all. Even then 
he had no control over the flashes 
and success came by accident. 
Then it was that the cuff links 
came into service. He took a pair 
and clamped one to each end of a 
fine platinum wire, at the same time 
connécting up with wires and a 
battery to form an electric current. 
When he closed the circuit the spark 


from cuff link to cuff link ignited 
the platinum wire, which in its turn 
set off the powder. This apparatus 
he could control, though he was 
‘still faced with the difficulty of 
working the electric circuit with one 
hand and the shutter with the other. 
Later he arranged a device whereby 
the. opening -of the shutter also 
closed the electric circuit. He re- 
placed the cuff links first with home- 
made fuses, then with fire-cracker 
devices manufactured to his order. 
The placing of the lamps and the 
camera, the amount of powder to be 
used and the kind, the strength of 
the electric current and the inter- 
ference of optical illusions were all 
problems he had: to mest.and over: 
come. 

After Mr. Sanborn has turned on 
the ordinary lights to which the fish 
are accustomed on dark days, he 
potters around in the half light until 
they are at ease, for when frightened 
they sink to the bottom and become 
as inconspicuous as possible. When 
everything is set he-must wait until 
the fish swim within his range. As. 
soon as they are in position off. goes

The most direct way for placing 
two-dollar bills in © circulation is 
through the banks. -If banks, when 
called upon for currency, would al- 
ways give out a proper proportion of 
two-dollar bills the public, it is con- 
tended, would grow actustomed to 
and be less shy of them. The pub- 
lic, which needs another small de- 
‘nomination note for its convenience, 
would be benefited.

Sumptuous. Estate, Near Florence, Lately Owned by an 
--_ American, Recalls the: “Decameron” :

cepted as the place in which Boccac- 
cio laid the scene of the later story- 
tellings of the ‘‘Decameron.’’ 

The ‘seven gentlewomen the 
three gentlemen up. that 
famous company,. who met so for- 
tunately in the Church’ of Santa 
Maria Novella when the plague - of 
the Black Death. was ravaging the 
city-in 1348, first took refuge and 
sought distraction in a villa two miles 
from Florence’s Gate by the Cross. 
There they dallied with their narra- 
tives till Sunday—though, in the 
meantime, Friday’ was piously ob- 
served as a day of fast, even from 

’ story-telling, and, by the women: at 
least, Saturday was devoted, accord- 
ing to the custom ofthe time, to 

~ “washing the powder out of the hair 

and making themselves generally 
sweet and neat.’” Poggio: Gherardo, 
another villa, which still: exists, is 
supposed to be the scene of these 
events. : ? 

On Sunday the laurel crown, which 
was‘ passed on from ‘day to day, was 
worn by Madonna Elisa. .‘“The sun 
was ‘already high when with slow 
steps the Queen with her friends and 
the three gentlemen, led by the songs 
of some twenty nightingales, took 
her way westward by an. unfre- 
quented lane full of green herbs and 
flowers just opening, after the dawn. 
So, gossiping and playing and laugh- 
ing, she led them to a beautiful and 
sp'endid palace.’' The description 
woes on to tell of “the spacious 
courts, the cellars filled*with choice 
wines and the beautifully fresh water 
which was everywhere round about."’

He endured the agony 
of receiving ‘excuses instead of 
kisses.’’

“spotted leopards.”’ In any case, ““he 


| does not believe in them—or their 


virtue.’’ 

Which brings ys back to the-‘‘De- 
cameron,”’ in which Fiammetta, with 
her: biond head that he first saw 
at mass in church, is one of the 
seven ladies—one of the ten refugees 
—who tell tales of ‘‘women who are 
joyful and lustful and cunning, aud 
men who are fools."

The assertion seems also 
to be made that Dumas wrote in the 
same house. There is, however, no 
intimation in the very full and enter- 
taining volume on Boccaccio by Hut- 
ton—who seems to have collated 
the authorities with some care—that 
the Villa Patmieri was the place 
where the ‘‘Decameron’’ was written,

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OUR CUSTOMS MAKE US BLUSH 


Laughter, Too, Isa Product of Shock Administered to Our Sense of Propriety 


or Convention—Shame Serves as a Social Stabilizer

Ts: wit who first ‘suggested 

that the function of language 
lay in concealing our thoughts 

certainly propounded a truth 
so fundamental that he -may be par- 

* doned: for any possible motive of 
eynicism. Man, in contradistinction 
to animals, possesses articulate. lan- 
guage and is capable of conscious, 
voluntary and controlled communi- 
cution. He is, therefore, capable of 
deveption. 

Bui to assume that he is emanci- 
pated from the less reflective be- 
havior, from unconscious and in- 
voluntary reactions, is quite falla- 


cious. There runs parallel to this 
potentially hypocritical type of be- 
havior a realm at once more sincere 
and much more subtle over which he 
3 has relatively little direct control. 
" We refer to laughter and blushing. 
These find subsidiary types in rest- 
lessness, loss of appetite, absent- 
mindedness, anger and soon. They 
are involuntary symptoms of mental 
states and have long been recognized 
. by common sense in the proverb 
““actions speak louder than words.’’ 
Many of these reactions are common 
to animals, or at least find counter- 
parts in animal behavior; however, 
blushing and laughter are peculiarly 
and thoroughly human, to under- 
stand which a brief analysis of social 
relations is necessary. 

The difference between antmal and 
human society is merely the super- 
position upon the competitive exist- 
ence, as typified in the former, of an 
elaborate .code of custom, religion, 
law, conceptions of right and wrong, 
which are inculcated into the child 
from very infancy during the process 
of “soctalization.”” Thereby are set 
up mental habits or attitudes which 
tend to fix behavior in socially ap- 
proved channels. Concurrently with 
this process of socialization the indi- 
vidual builds up an area of reserve; 
he differentiates himself from the 
rest; he becomes socially conscious 
and becomes aware of his relation 
to other members of the group. In 
short, he becomes a_ personality 
which is itself supported and sanc- 
tioned by the customary codes of 
propriety. 

Whenever these mental habits or 
attitudes are violated our psychic 
composure is disturbed and we feel a 
type of shock, which may manifest 
itself in the familiar “pangs of con- 
science’ or in blushi 
npon the situation. 





The fact that 


different persons will blush on dif- 
ferent occasions, or-manifest differ- 
ent consciences, is wholly due to the 
different mental habits established 
during the period of socialization. 
Those who have no conscience have 
either broken down all their fixa- 
tions, or have néver had them. Both 
types are found. However, in the 
customary and orthodox family life 
these habits are ruther — rigidly 
formed.: The Hottentot beile will be 
conscience-stricken when seen with- 
out the beads around her neck; -a. 
member of our civilization, on the 
other hand, is sensitive with refer- 
ence to other articles of clothing. 
Blushing is a vasomotor reaction, 
the expgnsion of the capillaries of 
the cheeks, due to a mild form of

shock which,: if more severe, would 
take the form of conscience or anger, 
as the case may be. In any event, 
it is an automatic and involuntary 
reaction to a violation of propriety: 
It cannot be suppressed; in fact, 
conscious suppression merely inten- 
sifies the sensation by its emphasis. 
The process of courting. may be 
viewed as the process of becoming 
.immune to these Shocks and of 
breaking down the inhibitions estab- 
lished during the process of socializa- 
tion. It consists in learning te do 
things with ease which one has al- 
ways been told not do. The cus- 
tomarily sanctioned’social distance is 
broken down in favor of the new in- 
timacies which are approved by so- 
ciety only under certain ‘conditions. 
As these then become -established 
the adolescent blush vanishes. An- 
other adjustment has been made. 


Not a Sex Phenomenon 


Blushing is not, as isso. frequent- 
ly supposed, exclusively a sex phe- 
nomenon. ._ The reason that it is as- 
sociated with sex is due first to the 
ali-pervading and universal interest 
in sex and, secondly, to the rigidity 
of the customs associated with it. 
If, as seems to be the case, the ten- 
dency toward a less rigid puritanism 
makes itself felt we can confidently 
predict the corresponding disappear- 
ance,-or at least diminution, of the 
depth of hue. Indeed, it is already 
asserted that the modern flapper 
does not blush. 

Propriety is conditioned by type of 
associations. A given act, to which 
we might be indifferent under cer- 
tain conditions, would be highly im- 
proper under others. Therefore, in 
the intimate family circle, where the 
area of reserve is small, blushing is 
almost non-existent. Expressions 
between sister and brother, passing 





without a shock, would call forth 





violent blushes in the presence.of a 
friend of the former. A woman, havy- 
aaron exter cg can Psa 
doorbell with a ‘“‘not-at-home,'’ will 

blush when her presence has been 
betrayed by some innocent slip. 

The reason for the absence of 
blushing in very young children can 
-be easily deduced from the above 
analysis. They have no sense of so- 
cial relations. - Their mental fixa- 
tions not having been well estab- 
lished, they have no full appreciation 
of right and wrong.and of the codes 
of. propriety. Idiots, likewise, not 
possessing the mental capacity for 
socialization; do not blush. It is for 
the same reason that children and 
idiots are not held fully responsible 
by the law for anti-social acts. 


Old people are not given to blush- 
ing, for they have grown. sophisti- 
cated and inured to many stimuli. 
Many of the sex inhibitions have like- 
wise broken down, thus removing 
one fertile source of blushes. Ado- 
lescents and young people who are 
on the threshold of social canscious- 
ness blush most profusely. 

The writer. has been frequently 
asked whether negroes blush; and, if 
so, how it was recognized. It was 
remembered that blushing is merely 
a physiological reaction accompany-

It is quite obvious that blushing, 


an. indicator that one’s area of re- | 
serve has been penetrated, and that 
the sense of propriety has been at- 
tacked. A normal person of adoies- 
cent age who will not blush is either 
precociously emancipated or betrays 
unorthodox rearing: 
Laughing, like blushing, functions 
as social control. Both act as sta- | 
bilizers of society and render social 
behavior consistent. There _are, 
however, several types of: laughter 
which are frequently confused. 
Laughter in the Making 
Darwin states that laughter can 
be induced by.tickling the soles of 
the feet. However much this may re- 
semble superficially what we call 
laughter, it certainly has no relation 
to social behavior. It is no more 
than a convulsive nervous reaction, 
and has no necessary mental cor- 
relate whatever. It is not the laugh- 
ter which we associate with enjoy- 
ment. 
A d type on the per- 
ception of what is to the observer 
an unusual association of stimuli. 
For example, a tiny pup with a big 
ropé—a favorite circus stunt; ae dig- 
nified person on the ice, and all 
jokes and puns. Laughter is-a ner- 
vous release after attentive ‘tension. 
The release is more or less violent 
because of the sudden shift in the 
resolution, the unexpected resolution 
being the ‘‘point.”” A ‘‘joke’’. re- 
peated is ‘‘stale’’ because. the. shift 
can be anticipated. 
. The third type of laughter is really 
only one versién of the second type 
in a social setting. It arises, as does 
blushing, upon: the Mnes of a shift 
from. the exp behavior, - but 
it represents a violation much more 
harmiess and innocent than the vio- 
lation which calls’ forth blushing or 
the pangs of conscience. The sight 
of an. old-fashioned hat, the hayseed, 
the bum, the accent of the foreigner: 
—all represent unconventional be- 
havior: It is a mild reminder to the 
victim of the hilarity that he is not

tion of this fact is quite obvious in 
the reaction of the tactful host, who 
will attempt to “laugh off’’ a faux 
pas in order to put the guest at ease. 
Again, whether. a young courting 
pair will laugh or blush when pass- 
ing certain tantalizing remarks or 
gestures depends wholly upon the 
degree of emancipation of the par- 
Laughter and blushing, therefore, 
are socially determined reactions 
which tend toward enforcing -con- 
formity of behavior. If one asks, 
however, how ‘it happens that the 
mental states react in the physical 
manner described one can only reply 
in terms of me It is the 
old question of the relation of mind 
and body. Whether the two are sep- 
arate and interact upon each other; 
‘ body and no 
mind, as some philosophers have as- 
serted; whether we are all mind 
and no body,'as otheré contend, need 
not detain us here. Nor, has it any 
bearing upon the question. 

Animals, having no social code, no 
sense of propriety, no conception of 
right and wrong, cannot ‘be credited 
to the reactions above described. 
Monkeys redden from passion and 
anger, but such behavior does not 
share the attributes of the human. 
The expression ‘“‘horse-laugh’’ can 
be dismissed as a facetious figure of 
speech. Laughter. and blushing are 
socially expressive and universal, 
and therefore challenge the interests 
of any one reflecting upon society

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DOWN THE MISSISSIPPI OF “MARK TWAIN” 


The Old, Old Cry, Still Heard, Is an Echo of the Past © 


Days of Steamboat Glory on the Tawny River

ARK THREE! Quarter-less- 
three!» Mark Twain!’’ The 
voice of the  leadsman 
ceased. The great wheel at 

the stern paused in its revolutions. 
We drifted in darkness and a great 
silence. 


stantly the gi 
revealed the h river bank: beside 
us, thirty feet of brown, muddy 
slope, crowned with the gnarled roots 
of a forest. Then, as we drifted -out 
of the current came shouts of com- 
mand, the heaving of ropes, the 
‘serambling of negroes up the slimy 
bank and we were moored to the 
shore for an hour on the lower 
reaches of the Mississippi. 

Mark Twain! ‘We had left Cincin- 
nati four days before and now, after 
fifteen hundred miles of quiet river 
voyaging, had traced a trail through 
half of our American history. The 
barques of La Salle, the swift canoes 
of the voyageurs, had preceded us 
on these waters; they had witnessed 
the midnight burial of De Soto. The 
age of Bienville and D'Iberville  fol- 
lowed and the pirate’ of Barataria, 
the age of our schoolbook history; 
Pakenham and Andrew Jackson at 
Chalmette, the great days of steam- 
boating, when cotton was king. And 
then the thunder of Foote's and Por- 
ter’s gunboats, Farragut at New Or- 
leans, Grant at Vicksburg. 

Old River Types Remain 

But always it was the recurring 
call of the leadsman which has 
sounded most insistently: ‘“‘Mark 
Twain!’' Memories of Tom Sawyer, 
Huck Finn, Mulberry Sellers, the in- 
genious gentieman .who- corrupted 
Hadleyburg, made the words friend- 
ly. Yet it had been with some fore- 
bodings that I left Cincinnati. There 
had been among friends there an 
atmosphere of disapproval of the 
journey—veiled references to dirty 
river boats; bathtubs might be at 
a premium. But I remembered 
earlier trips, on Southern rivers, 
especially going down ~-the Ala- 
bama from Selma to Mobile, re- 
called the curving banks overhung 
with dense masses of creepers, heard 
the warble of the mocking bird in 
the early dawn, the memory of 
the whippeerwill at sunset. Again 
‘the black boys were rolling the cot- 
ton bales aboard with their hilarious 
chant: “Oh, we'll give that bale a 
ride!*’ 

The type of river packet has not 
changed since the days when one 
Samuel Clemens was a cub pilot. 
Ascending now the gangway to the 
upper déck, one entered the long 
narrow saloon with its rows of state- 
rooms on either hand opening out- 
ward upon the decks. And as you 
stand there you seem translated into 
the very presence of the Old South 
by that heavy mahogany woodwork, 
warped and discolored now, the 

- faded hangings, the rows of crystal 
and fly-specked chandeliers, the 
heavy gilded mirrors. 

There was a time when these were 
floating palaces, when Southern 
beauty rustiled its silks and its laces 
through these narrow stateroom 
4oors and Southern chivairy, in 
bear’s grease and whiskers, rolled 
the dice for fabulous stakes and im- 
bibed the mellow Bourbon of our 
forefathers. Flirtations in the moon- 
light; duels upon the shore. “As we 
slipped down the river through the 
night toward Louisville, that faded 
_ saloon, those half-deserted decks, 

_ Weeame peopled with the vanished 
figures of an all but forgotten age. 
it was at Louisville, which we left 
early the next morning, that our 
voyage really began. For, after lock- 
ing down through the canal which 
cuts off the shoals in the river, we 
first saw the lovely Ohio by day- 
light—-so heautifully named “La 





neers. Steep and wooded hillsides, 
green with the first flush of Spring, 
shut in the stream on either hand. 
Now.and then a hamlet, a -village, 
Brandenberg, where Morgan's raid- 
ers crossed the river to invade the 
North. in. 1868; old Fort Massac, 
earliest of the French trading posts, 
its ancient guns and ramparts partly 
restored and frowning over the 
stream. In‘ the-early evening we 
had entered the world of today again 
as we slipped past the flaming arc 
lights and smoking factory chimneys 
of Evansville. 
The face of the land had changed 
by the next morning. Rolling corn- 
fields now stretched away to the 
distant blue. The hills were lower 
and had withdrawn from the neigh- 
borhood of the. river. The country 
flattened out as we entered the great 
Mississipi basin. At breakfast time 
the Cumberland joined us from the 
southward and, before noon, we had 
stopped to coal at Paducah, where 
the broad flood of the Tennessee 
joins the Ohio before the waterfront 
of the town. It is a. noble body of 
water which the-Ténnessee rolls up 
from its willow-lined banks to the 
south, and combining with the 
parent stream, it swells the Ohio, 
from Paducah, Ky.,. to Cairo, Ill., 
into a stately stretch of river. More 
lake than river, it seemed, as we 
breasted its placid surface during all 
that afternoon until, an hour before 
sunset, a haze of smoke on the west- 
ern horizon warned us that Cairo 
was at hand and the Ohio near its 
mouth. . 
A prolonged droning of whistles on 
ship and shore. A brief ston before 
the warehouses of the town. Row- 
boats darting to and fro. Shouts of 
farewell from the docks. We have 
dropped our Ohio pilot and a de- 
seendent of Mark Twain has taken 
the wheel. And as we begin to move 
on again and pass the long, wooded 
promontory below the town, the vast 
yellow flood of the Mississippi comes 
into view, and in a few moments we

Vicksburg, like Gettysburg and 
' Chickamauga and Shiloh,’ has been 
' made a glorious memorial. The cir- 
cling driveways of Union and Con- 
_| federate avenues follow the lines. of 
the opposing trenches as they were 
during the siege. Marble and gran- 
ite commemorate the States, the 
army corps, the divisions that 
struggled here; brigades and regi- 
ments have their markers. Many 
of the very batteries have been re- 
placed; smoothbores and rifled field- 
pieces, Parrott guns and bronze Na- 
poleons, filling in silent alignment 
the emplacements of sixty years ago: 
Southward, on the steeper bluffs be- 
low the town, are acres of old earth- 
works—the famous river hatteries— 
crumbling and overgrown’ with 
brush and thickets.

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Its New York Debut Was Here.

may never be known. Is 
it a folksong, or was it, as the 
alleged author, Jacob Koppel San- 
Mier, affirms, composed overnight 
for a theatrical production years ago 
down in the Bowery? The mystery 
promises never satisfactorily to be 
cleared. 

A suit over the authorship of 
“Elli, Elli’? has just been decided in 
the Federal court. Brought by Mr. 
Sandler against a music publisher, 
it charged infringement of the for- 
mer’s copyright. But Judge John C. 
Knox hinged his decision upon the 
long lapse of time between the plain- 
tiff's declared date of composition 
and the ultimate filing of suit. 

“Of course,‘’ the Court observes, 





“it is to be regretted that Sandler, 4 


if he in fact wrote ‘Eili, Etli,’ can- 
not enjoy the fruits of his labor; 
but it is difficult to find that he did 
not, for many years, acquiesce in 
the widespread publication of the 
song. No sufficient reason for the 
delay is revealed in the evidence."’ 


In musical circles the debate will} 


doubtless go on.- Did Mr, Sandler 
write the song, or does it belong to 
@ much more distant folk past? 
Back of Judge Knox's decision runs 
an absorbing story, comprising the 
basis of the plaintiff's allegation, 
which may be. recounted as follows:

For such a production “Eili, Ejili,’’ 
-acclaimed as a kind of unofficial re- 
ligious and racial anthem, was, San- 
dier claims, composed overnight and 
forgotten by its composer. ‘ 
in bringing suit against the pub- 
lisher Mr. Sandler was chiefly hope- 
ful that it would establish beyond 
further question his authorship of 
the song. He did not think when he 
wrote it, he says, that it would be- 
come famous. Now, as he neared 
the biblical threescore and ten, fame, 
which Carlyle called an accident and 
Longfellow thought was destiny, lift- 
¢d a forefinger to him. Poor as he 
is (he has always been poor), royal- 


_ ties mean less to him than did the 


lifted finger. 

Mr. Sandler, then 37 years old, an 
immigrant from Russia who had 
been in this country only eight years, 
Was assistant musical director at the 
ala Windsor Theatre on the Bowery. 
‘It. was decided to produce a histor- 
lwal drama, “Die Bine Moishe” (“The 
Sons of Moses’’) built around the 
Chinese Jews. Max Carp, who had a 
fine baritone voice, needed a song of 
Blessing to sing in a scene supposed 
to take-place on Yom Kippur Eve, 
and Mr. Sandler composed the music. 
But the play was overlong. It was 
mine pages too long, and in the ruth- 

‘less cutting the song went by the 
board. 

The historical drama was doomed 
to sudden death. It lasted but two 
weeks. and the little troupe, its 





called ‘“‘Brocha; 
or, The. Jewish 
King."” Brocha 


but the leading feminine _ part, 
taken by Sophie Carp, wife of the 
baritone. It was a melodrama, 
and its high spot was the‘ crucifixion 
of the heroine for fidelity to her re- 
ligion . 

To heighten the emotion of this 
scene it was. thought necessary that 
the heroine sing a plaintive song, 
and to Mr. Sandier fell the assign- 
ment to write it overnight. - He had 
not read the play. He knew only 
vaguely’ what the scene was. He 
asked Joseph Edelstein, manager of 
the theatre, how in the world he 
was to write words and music for a 
situation of which he knew next to 
rothing. 

“It is a crucifixion,” said Edelstein

a living salary. He had a wife and 
five children to think of. So he left 
the. Bowery to try his hand at sell- 
ing clothes, -clerking, collecting ac- 
counts and on holidays conducting

Before 
the court's decision newspaper esti- 
mates of the royalties due him ran 
around half a million; but the money 
involved in ‘this suit, so Sandler 
avers, means tess to him than the 
cloud on his authorship.

Fiery Young Deputy Has Risen Rapidly in Councils _ 
of the Fascisti and Italy Is Watching Him

OT long ago ali Italy asked: 
“Who is Farinacci?’*° Who 


, tion of importance in‘ the councils of 
the Fascisti? Who is the man that in 
three years-has been in turn newspa- 
per editor and publisher, a Fascist 
Deputy to the Italian Chamber and 
finally Secretary General of the 
Fascist Party in Italy? 

Farinacci has pressed into a posi- 
tion of prominence through a swash- 
buckling process that has no coun- 
terpart in present Italian or, for 
that matter, European life. . He is 
so full of self-confidence, fiery 
speeches, he is an advocate of the 
*‘big stick’’ and commands so much 
admiration from thé rougher. ele- 
ment in the party that he is today 
@ person to be reckoned with. 

Roberto Farinacci, enlisted soldier, 
never reached the commissioned 
grade in the Italian Army during the 
war. He wears an assortment of 
medals upon his ‘black shirt.’’ 
While medals are numerous in Italy, 
and every subaltern wears several 
rows of ribbons, Farinacci is, never- 
theless, credited with being a brave 
man. His friends concede that his 
sole thought is for Farinacci, and 
that the ego is so strong in him that 
We places himself ahead of party, 
friends or Italy. Ahead of all ex- 
cept Mussolini, whom he seems to 
idolize. : 

No one doubts for a te that 
this blustering Deputy considers 
himseif the logical successor to Mus- 
solini, and few doubt, in their inner- 
most hearts, that if the opportunity 
ever presents itself he would not 
halt at throwing Mussolini out and 
usurping the powers that are now 
in such capable hands. 

Italians are almost unanimous in 
declaring that Farinacci is a man of 
courage and no brains. In fact, 
they tell a story to illustrate the 
opinion of the “man in the_street’’ 
regarding this man. 

Farinacci Has Liver 

Here in Italy if one wishes to say 
that a man has pluck or spunk one 
says he has “‘liver.”’ A favorite dish 
among Italians is known as “‘fritto 
misto’’ or a “mixed fry,’’ which is 
composed of liver and brains. <A 
customer at a well-known restau- 
rant ordered a “fritto misto’’ and 
when it was brought he exclaimed to 
the waiter: “This is not a fritto 
misto. It is a Farinacci."’ 

‘What do you mean?” asked the 
waiter. 
Farinacci is."’ 

“It is all liver and no brains,’’ re- 
plied the customer. 

But this estimate is not a true 
one. Farinacci has brains, though 
not much education. He has ad- 
vanced himself to a position of 
prominence by a combination of 
brains and courage. 

Immediately after the success \of 
Mussolini's famous ‘‘Marech on 
_Rome’’ Farinacci started’ a news- 
paper in his native town of Cremona. 
This journal was violently - Fascist. 
It preached violence openly and es- 
poused the cause of Fascism without 
reservation. To Farinacci and his 
paper—the Cremona Nuova—a black 
shirt was evidence of right-doing. 
The Fascisti could do no wrong and 
he backed them and defended them 
in every instance. Farinacci’s opin- 
ions—expressed through his paper— 
were quoted by other Fascist jour- 
nals throughout Italy and he 
promptly became a public character, 
with an immense following among 
the believers in violence, of the ex- 
tremist group of Fascisti. 

When the elections were held he 
was a candidate and was elected a 
Deputy from his native town. 

He kept a little in the background 
for a time, but when the Matteotti 
murder threw all italy into a politi- 
cal turmoil and resulted in the dis- 
missal of Francisco Giunta as Sec- 
retary General of the Fascisti Fari- 
nacei played his cards so success- 
fully that he was nafied for the 
office. Thereby he became one of

HAT would Abbas I, that 
mighty and terrible ruler of 
Persia some centuries ago, 

think of the modern world’s annual 
consumption of cigarettes? It. was 
Abbas who cut off the lips of those 
of his subjects who smoked and the 
noses of any who ventured to take 
snuff.

The intem methods of Fari- 
nacci is largely offset by the brains 
and diplomacy of Mussolini's other 
Hieutenant—Federzoni.

E State of Tennessee is far 
miore partial to the memory of 
Andrew Jackson than it is 
hostile to evolution. The anti- 
evolution statute now in the head- 
Jines ef the country happened to have 
heen passed by the Legislature of 
Nashville; it might have been passed 
hy any one of several other .Com- 
monwealths below the Ohio had any 
zealous defender of the first chapter 
of Genesis thought of it.

More than 
200 representatives of patriotic and 
historical societiés met and entered 
individual protests whose sentiments 
sometimes exceeded polite parliamen- 
tary usage as much as ‘‘Old Hickory”’ 
did on occasions. The State Histo- 
rian, John Trotwood Moore, poet and 
chronicier of Maury County, was in- 
structed to prepare a paper setting 
forth the facts. The Tennessee pa- 
pers have seized on the subject with 
vigor. ‘The reason for all this is that 
Andrew Jackson is a State hero 
whose memory lives forever green in 
the affection of the Tennessee peo- 
ple. 

In few other Commonwealths could 
such an outburst in defense of a 
hero dead four score years occur. It 
is possible to imagine the learned and 
dignified historical societies of Vir- 
ginia, Massachusetts and South Car- 
olina at a stated meeting taking note 
of an attack upon the memories of, 
say, Thomas Jefferson, the Adamses 
or Charities Cotesworth Pinckney.

Such fights are 
painfully contemporaneous in. the 
references made to personalities and 
politics of the candidates, and smoke 
can be seen from afar rising even 
from the waters of her rivers while 
a real ‘hot ‘Tennessee political cam- 
paign is in progress.

Memory Kept Alive 


The memory of Jackson has been 
kept alive in many ways. There are 
numerous business concerns with 
Mamex suggestive of the beloved 
statesman, and daily dealings with 
tradesmen keep the image of Jackson 
to the fore. The firms with the word 
“Hermitage"’ as a part of their offi- 
cial designation rival the list of 
Brown and Jones families in the 
directories of Tennessee cities. In 
Nashville there are nineteen estab- 
lishments, including a laundry, a 
sheet metal works, a printing estab- 
lishment and a bank, where recol- 
lections of Jackson’s home are awak- 
ened with each transaction. “Oki 
Hickory’’ runs a close second in the 
face for popularity in this respect! 
There is a Hermitage hotel and an 
Andrew. Jackson hotel. The greatest

Portrait of a Man, by ET Greco. 


Keecentiy Acquired by Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


HE Recent Accessions Room at 
the Metropolitan Museum al- 
ways is an interesting place} 
if only for the reason that 

many men of many minds have con- 
tributed to its heterogeneous collec- 
tions, which turn out to be remark- | 
ably homogeneous because the stan-} 
dard to which in their several ways 
they conform is an esthetic standard. 
This month a Hindu gentleman rides 
a prancing elephant on the same wall 
with a miniature engraved portrait 
of the august Marie Therese, Em- 
press of Austria, with three chins 
rampant for her armorial bearings. 
Upon another wall are an Indo- 
Persian joke of a composite camel 
ana St. Aubin’s delicate portrait of 
the Baronne de Rebecque in her last 
hour, dead at 36. The former is a 
grotesque, clever and admirably ex- 
ecuted conglomeration of heads and 
bodies of men and women, old. and 
young, written into the outline of a 
camel; the latter one of the sweet- 
est of French interpretations of a 
feminine nature, the long, pathetic 
little face against its ruffled pillows, 
enframed by its lace-trimmed cap, 
surmounting its beruched bed-gown, 
showing in its patient mouth and 
eyes, already looking past visible ob- 
jects toward the unseen, the virtue 
and intellect and happy character in- 
spiring the verse of homage inscribed 
on the margin.

ciples applied to preseht needs. 

The first architects to react against 
the style of willful novelty were A. 
and G. Perret, who, besides seeking 
clarity and logic, and following the 
teachings of Vitruvius in ordination, 
disposition, harmony among the dif- 
ferent parts of an edifice, and dis- 
tribution also achieved a true novelty 
by employing a material at the time 
practically new for architectural pur- 
poses, a reinforced concrete, and by 
creating a new technique especially 
adapted to this material. 

The Thé&tre des Champs-Elysées 
is a typical and salient example of: 
their. construction, and, after more 
than ten years, remains, the writer 
says, a triumph of appropriateness 
to the -exigences of modern life and 
of perfection in detail. 

The church at Raincy testifies to 
the unity of architecture in any 


period possessing an art of its own. {: 


The architects in this period are 
using the same system of construc- 
tion and the same materials for 
church and factory, house and public 
uilding. ‘The dismay of critics has 
been aroused by the absence in: the 
Haincy church of the dim religious

the Anchor and Diamond Jo, have 
long since discontinued their sail- 
ings. From St. Louis, from Mem- 
phis, from New Orleans, one can 
make day trips on the smaller pack- 
ets to near-by river landings, or up 
the tributary streams, but seldom in 
a year is it that a through boat is 
now dispatched, perhaps to carry 
tourists to a convention or trippers 
to the New Orleans Mardi Gras. 
Preight service has also vanished 
under the competition of the rail- 
roads. Time wil) tell whether the 
Federal Government can restore it 
with the fleet of steel, screw-pro- 
pelled barges which have been oper- 
ating in the Mississippi- Warrior ser- 
vice since the World War. 

Along the levees the battle with 
nature never ceases. Up and down 
the stream moves the flotilla of tugs 
and snag-boats and steamers flying 
the flag of the United States Engi- 
neers. Day and night, Winter and 
Summer, the struggle with the 
gnawing demon of the torrent goes 
on upon a thousand miles of river. 
They face the levee with sod, the 
engineers; they face it with crushed 
stone, with mats of woven willow, 
with paving blocks, with cement. 
They return in six months and the 
facing has slid into the river. In 
place after place one passes the 
army steamers and barges tied up to 
the bank; gangs of men weaving the 
great mats of willow trees which, 
wired and bolted together, are sunk 
in the bed of the stream to hold the 
devastating underwash in check. 
And it is all temporary. For land 
will continue to become water and 
water to become land, and the river 
wilt have its way im the end. As 
Mark Twain said: “Nearly the whole 
of that old Mississippi River which 
La Salle floated down in his ca- 
noes two hundred years ago is good, 
solid) dry ground now. The river 
lies to the right of it in some places 
and to the left of it in other places."’ 

Navigation is as much a science 
as it was in Mark Twain's day. 
Twisting and turning, the steamer 
proceeds upon her course. Now the 
sun is in your eyes, as you sit on 
the deck, and now upon your back. 
Continually you veer toward every 
point in the compass. Two and 
three and four waterways open at 
time; before you. Between islands 
you glide, through foaming, swirl- 
ing eddies, or follow a mile of curv- 
ing shore-line so close under the 
banks that the branches of the trees 
overhang you like a great bower. 
Then out again upon some broad 
and apparently endless reach, where 
reefs and sandbars lurk from shore 
to shore and sunken snags -and 
drifting forest trees await the un- 
wary. 
Night’s Balmy Stillness 

Nightfall on the river, though hard 
for the pilot, is pleasant for the 
passenger. Seated upon a pile of 
freight forward under the swinging 
gengway, you abandon yourself to 
the balmy stillness of the Southern 
night. The soft hiss of water turned 
back by the moving prow alone 
breaks the silence. An odorous 
dampness rises, the dank, earthy 
smell of uncovered river banks. All 
else is gone—form and outline. Then 
in the black a wisp of flame appears, 
a range-light at the beginning of the 
next bend. Cautiously you creep 
toward it, engines going at half- 
speed or perhaps drifting, until the 
pilot has located his new course. 
Then the bluff bows swing right or 
left and again a void engulfs you till 
on this ghostly current the next bea- 
con twinkles faintly ahead. By day 
the shaded decks are- comfortable 
lounging places. The hollow roar of 
the whistle calls you from your book 
to-salute some passing steamer. Per- 
haps the long biast signals the ap- 
proach -of another town—Natches, It 
may be--crowning a line of bluffs 
like those of Vicksburg, but more 
picturesque. the summit of the es- 
carpment worn by erosion into ra- 
vines where cascades of flowering 
vines and tangled creepers come 
tumMing over sloping ledges down 
fo the water, ¢ 


There are green and leafy prom- 
enades, also, along the waterfront 
before the lower town, and as they 
pass before you your companion at 
the rail—a Confederate veteran—dips 
into the past to tell-you his tale of 
dodging Yankee cannon balls along 
those ancient ramparts, thrown up 
before the dreaded approach of Far- 
ragut and his gunboats. 

Below its confluence with the Red 
River the Mississippi emerges ‘again, 
as it were, into civilization. Gone 
are the forests, the river runs-more 
straightly between its banks, the 
broad plantations draw _ nearer. 
From the height of the steamer’s 
deck, away over the green embank- 
ments of the levees, the cotton 
fields, dotted with white-washed 
cabins, cover the low savannahs (to 
the horizon. Over against a back- 
ground of catfonwoods and willows 
rise the white columns of an old 
plantation house, fallen now on evil 
days. 

The little towns have lost their 
fear and have come back to the riv- 





“er, their names flavorous of Creole | 


antiquity—Plaquemine, Belle Helene, 
Bonnet Rouge. And afar off, further 
still, on every hand, the expanse of 
an old and pleasant country; a land 
of shady bayous overhung with 
Spanish moss and overspread with 
water hyacinths; a land of knightly 
homes and lowly cabins and banjos 
tinkling under the white moon. 

We might-have drifted on past 
New Orleans to follow our old friend, 
the Mississippi, to the end, by rice- 
field and bayou, by the cypress 
swamps of the ‘‘passes,’’ outward 
into the sunflecked immensity of the 
Mexican Gulf. But journeys end, 
and ours was over as we nosed up 
against the levee at the foot of 
Canal Street, where the crowds of 
Mardi Gras revelers were gor- 
geously thronging the broad pave- 
ments. And as the gangway was 
lowered. away the blare of bugles 
came to us, the roll of drums, in the 
crisp morning air saying: Pi 

“In Divie land I'll take my stand, 

To live and die in Dizie!’’ 





(OSE who delve in the hidden 

ways and intents of the crowd 

mind have not yet paid their 
compliments to the straw hat. Why 
should a man be knocked down and 
killed (as one was last year) be- 
cause he wears a straw hat after a 
certain arbitrary date? Let the sun 
be as hot as in midsummer, a straw 
hat after Sept. 15 is, to the crowd 
mind, as fair game as is the silk hat 
to a small boy with sacwhalis. 

Green’ ties or tan shoes draw no 
such blows. Tan shoes in Winter 
were once frowned on and now are 
common. A green or red tie stirs 
emotion because of its color, not be- 
cause it is a tie. The straw hat’s 
effects spring from within; are an 
intrinsic part of the hat. 

The New York hatter will tell you 
that while May 15 is the customary 
date for donning straws, a few cus- 
tomers will come on May 9, May 6, 
or even May 4, if the weather be 
hot enough. These are the hardier 
ones, however; in the  hatter’s 
phrase, the ‘‘sportier” buyers. They 
are the independents, the rebels, 
wary and strong of arm: In other 
cities the date varies. New Orleans 
has Easter Sunday for straw hat 
day, though a cold Easter sees no 
straws. There are other towns 
where the date is set by the Mayor 
in a proclamation. San Antonio’s 
date is earlier than St. Paul’s. But 
everywhere, no matter how the hat 

Jendar is ted, there is this re- 
lance on a specific date. Even in 
Germany the hatters tried to set it 
for April 25 this year, hoping there- 
by to make up for the coldness of 
last Summer. But rains, elections 
and other distractions made the day 
a fizzle. 

Incidentally, the straw is now 
measured by the years of the Hegira 
A learned Turk has found that the 
Koran does not make turbans obliga- 
tory, and Stamboul has blossomed. 

Yet neither New Orleans nor Ber- 
lin will show a straw hat out of sea- 
son, no matter how miraculously hot 
a Winter day may be. Comfort has 
been intimidated by convention. To 
find the reason for this gives scope 
for research worthy of a thesis for 
a university degree. 

There are, of course, certain ele- 
ments easy to be seen. One is that 
the hat is the most comic piece of 
man’s attire. You can make a na- 
tion laugh merely by writing a song 
about ‘‘Where did you get that hat?’’ 
It need not even he straw. How 
many millions have laughed at Jim 
Corbett’s story of the man in the 
brown derby! To this laughter the 
hat itself, a brown derby, contrib- 
utes. The funny hat is the first re- 
source of the comedian, and nothing 
is more easily made funny than a 
hat. The language has more ludi- 
crous synonyms for hat than for all 
the rest of the wardrobe put to- 








gether. And what man is more piti-

able than the man who has been 
**knocked into a cocked hat’’? 

_ That furnishes one. fact back of the 
straw convention. Another is the 
vulnerability of the hat. It can be 
knocked off with such facility. Al 
little boys learn disrespect for hats 
by playing football with playmates’ 
caps. 

The hat, in addition, has been 
tainted with contempt because it is 
so often passed. This motive, per- 
haps, also supplies the herd instinct 
with some feeling of revenge. 

Then, too, a man likes his old hat 
best—a preference which the hat 
trade has recently been bewailing. 

Possibly his favoritism goes back 
to his evolutionary ancestors, whose 
first apparel was a green leaf held 
over the head. 

He may feel ashamed of it, but 
likes it; and that turns his antag- 
onism inst the shining new straw. 
Strange chemical processes take 
Place inside the herd mind, starting 
from such motives as these; and the 
mob- stands ready to crack a straw 
hat whenever it sees one before the 
date established. It will only laugh 
at a Roman toga on Broadway; a 
straw roils it- 

The hat has lately been made the 
hero of a book—a somewhat passive 
hero. In life the hat is the villain. 
The old hat is the fellow-conspirator 
of its owner;.the new one out of sea- 
son is its enemy. Or it ‘may merely 
be strange: the proverb “Never wear 
a brown hat in Friesland” is based 
on the experience of travelers. Some- 
thing of the street arab lurks in the 
most sedate of grown men. And the 
hat that focuses all this emotion is 
the straw hat, because of its sea- 
sonal limitations. Its own condi- 
tions single it out for attack, making 
it the white helmet of Navarre as 
seen from enemy ranks.

As long. as the financial “pinch lasted 
the Non-Partisan League and the Farm- 
er-Labor Party were strong; and the old 
politica! organizations had hard sledding 
“in the Northwest. - When the echegendin oy 
passed and good times began to return 
there was a quick retreat :to the- folds 
of the orthodox. politick] fatihs, and that 
wes topped off by giving a cordial re- 
ception to the President in a locality 
“which had very positively rejected his 
party not long before. 

While the hard times and -the political 
rifts in the Northwest have: been widely 
advertised, the. Northwest's: return ‘to 
economic and political normality has 
effected itself almost imperceptibly. Of 
everybody knows’ about last 
year's wheat crop and the high prices 
it brought—and has gainedsen impres- 
aion that that Is why there &re no more 
wails from the Northwest.:.The. wheat 
crpp price had something to.do with it. 
-But-it is not the most important thing. 

Furthermore, that crop- price ‘was not 
an unmixed blessing. 

One-of the main difficulties with the 
Northwest . had- been -teo much. atten- 
tion to wheat and too little attention to 
other products and. by-products of the 
soil. The. attention. given. to wheat 
growing wes the dangerous. preoccupa- 
tion, such as a gambler bestows upon a 
game of chance on which he. has staked 
his shirt.

Non-Farmers Look to Farming. 

The wheat farmer—of the type which 

contributed heavily to the Northwest's

- ORe: thing 
led to another until the farmers in 
North Dakota set. out to adjust these 
economic shortcomings by political ac- 
tion, They went much further than 
their politically irregular brethren else- 
where—notably in Minnesota, South Da- 
kota and Iowa. Their instrument was 
the Non-Partisan League. The league 
got control of the State and inaugurated 
a colorful experiment in State socialism. 
It failed, but not until $18,000,000 had 
been added tothe bonded indebtedness 
of North Dakota. 

The phantesies of the Non-Partisan 
League kept Fastern capital away from 
the State during the flush period pre- 
ceding thg depression and stopped the 
land boom at North Dakota's torders. 
That was.an excellent service, It saved 
North Dakota -people something—though 
probably not $13,000,000. In lowe, Minne- 
sota, parts of South Dakota and Mon- 
tana land values were inflated out. of 
reason-—e few good crops added-to thé 
general fictitious ‘war. prosperity did it. 
Farm land, which had. been selling for 
$100 an acre. in Iowa and Minnesota, 
went to $400 and §500. No fa land is 
worth thet much year in and out. 
The prices and yields of ‘its products 
canhot sustain such values. So when 
yields and prices slumped and on top of 
that came the depressing influences of 
post-war. deflation, those values col- 
lapsed. Banks and others who had 
underwritten purchases at auch © prices 
were stuck. 


Formers and Methods Changed.

GREAT NEW KENTUCKY DAM 


THAN NIAGARA 





Stored Waters of Six 
Generators With a Total 


ENTUCKY is soon to have ih op- 

eration a gigantic waterpower 

electric plant. A dem 700 feet 

thick and 920 feet long is being 

constructed in a tributary of the 
Kentucky. River, called Dix. Daniel 
Boone used to refer to the picturesque 
stream. as Dick's River. The bed is 
narrow, the cliffs forbidding and thé 
current: swift, 


As far back as 1784, in a book about 
Kentucky, Boone declared:  ‘‘Dick’s 
River affords many excellent mill seats 
and they have plenty of water in the 
dryest seasons.’’ Thus early did a Ken- 
tuckian foresee the power racing in the 
turbulent waters. But it was not until 
a century and a quarter later that an- 
other Kentuckian, Lewis B. Herrington, 
conceived the idea of establishing a great. 
hydroelectric plant at thie point and util- 
izing the tremendous energy thus geing 
to waste, 

Following in the footsteps of the pio- 
neer backwoodsmeéen, a second explora- 
tion of this region of Kentucky was in- 
augurated. Accompanied by G. T. Bo- 
grad, an engineer, Mr, Herrington cov~- 
ered hundreds of miles of territory— 
afoot, on horseback ‘and in canoe. 


Finally the present site of Dix Dam 
was chosen as the most favorable lo- 
cation for their preject; and after three 
years of study and research, Mr. Her- 
rington. and fourteen friends organized 
the Dix River. Power Company, out of 
which has grown the Kentucky Hydro- 
electric Company, and the $7,000,000 
business .of building Dix River Dam 
was entered upen,

Actual. construction began in the Fall 
of 1923. And in this quiet region, where 
the only sounds to disturb the priméval 
solitude had been the cry of the whip- 
poorwill and the call of the cardinal, or 
perhapa the honk of a distant motor as 
it wound along the cliff road, there 
sprung up, as by magic, an industrial 
town of some 1,400 inhabitants, These 
men have heen ateadily employed for 
two years in pushing the great project 
to completion. The rattle and roar of 
steam shovels and conerete mixers, the 
shrill voices of donkey engines and loce- 
motives, have drowned out the cardinal 
and the whippoorwill. And the town 
that has grown up about this purposeful 
eonfusion is cempletely equipped with 
houses, offices, repair shops, hospital, 
movie theatre, police system, electric 
light water-works and sewers, 

The dam is composed ef rocks, vary- 
ing in sise from. little baby rocks to 
grandfather rocks as large as the par- 
ler sofa. It is the higgest reck-filled 
dam in the world; the highest dam east 
of the Rock Mountains: 106 feet higher 
than the falls ef Niagara, By the.end 
of the Summer, it is: believed, this plant 
will be developing more power than the 
famous Roogevelt Dam ef Arizona. 

Seme. 1,500,000 cubic yards of . Pack 
have entered inte the making of the Dix 
Dam.

Materia! fer the dam has come out of 
two quarries situated on opposite sides 
of the river. . AB nething short of @ 
young edrthquake- waa required to re- 
move @ millien and @ half eybic yards 
of reck fram the place where it. grew 
te the place where the engineers wanted 
it to gq, this was effected by means of 
terrific blasts, One blast invelyed 84.000 
pounds of explasive, packed into twe 
walls and fired:-the other called far 
28,000 pounds of dynamite atuffed tnte 
167 .heles, Five huridred pounds is 
ordinarily considered @ large blast.

' The Dam’s Great Height. 

When one reads that the dam is 270 
feet high, one wonders, a little haaily 
perhaps, just how high that is, If it be 
explained that the dam ig as high as a 
twenty-one story office building, any 
one who has craned his neck peering up | 
at the top of the Woolworth tower, or 
some of its smaller sisters, is imme- 
diately wee with the dam‘s 
stature. 

With the clei of the 900-foot tunnel 
which was bored “through the cliff as 
an outlet. for the diverted flow ‘of the 
river during construction, a lake -thirty- 
four miles long began to: form. ‘These 
carefully controlled waters will drive 
three generators with a total capacity 
of 30,000 electrical horsepower. Beneath 
the twenty square miles of this artifi-~ 
cial lake will be submerged many homes 
and farms. two bridges, miles of State 
highway and county roads. Warnings 
have been sent out: to families.tiving in 
the Dix River bottems to vacate’ 
once. But as the impeunded waters. fill 
the lake, ne doubt many households wil) 
have to be rescued’ at. the last minute 
in boats—so loyal are Kentuckians to 
their ancostral sojl. 

The radio has rather short-circuited

Besides the dam. power house and 
transformer sub-station, the construction 
includes 110 miles of transmission lines, 
an intake tower 265 feet high, @ spillway 
250 feet wide, 100 feet deep and 3,800 
teet long, & water works pumping sta- 
tion and ‘filtration plan for: the city 
of Danville, several miles of _modern 
highway which will take the-place of the 
submerged roads ‘and make the dam ace 
cessible to. tourists, “and. two gteat

The intake tower, connected with the 
upper end: of the tunnel, looks like a 
lonely lighthouse. When the plant i 
operating, water will flow into the tower 
near the béttom, pass through the tun- 
nel and pour into three tubes or peén- 
stocks connected with the turhines.

Held Lash Unconstitutional. 


The request for the abolition of the 
strap was made direct:to the Governor 
and -he turned the matter over to Attor- 
hey General George Napier, who is wtiil 
holding ‘that office, for . investigation. 
Mr. Napier held that it lay within. the 
Province of the Governor to act as the 
deemed best in such a care. Consequent- 
ly the Governor issued ‘his ‘order against 
whipping whith was at once put into ef- 
fect bythe Prison Commission. The 
order was based on the Governor’s inter- 
pretation of the State Constitution. 

For. many years before Governor 
Hardwick came into office it had been 
held that the practice of using the lash 
did not violate this section of the Con- 
stitution. Whipping was even limited 
by a State statute that provided that no 
such punishment should be.administered 
unless reasonably necessary for enforce- 
ment of discipline and work, 

If another Governor should decide that 
whipping was not cruel or inhuman and 
withdraw the order of Governor Hard- 
“wick, the’ next: move would-be up to the 
prison reformers. That there would be a 
fight is assured. The chances are, how- 
evér, that it would be made through the 
Legislature rather than through the 
courts, and’ there would not be much 
doubt of passage of 4 permanent ban. 

Prison authorities from the very first 
have objected. to the new rule. They 
contend that without whippings the men 
have been unruly and that work has 
Been delayed and production greatly re- 
duced. 

Wardens Have Much Power. 

The new rule reads: 

“They (the wardens) shall safely keep 
wll prisoners committed to their care, 
rigidly enforce discipline by the use of 
Such humane modes of punishment as 
Will best enforce submissién to author- 
ity and compel and induce the perform- 
ance of good and faithful labor during 
work hours, such as solitary‘ confine-

ARMY NEWSPAPERS OF 3 WARS 
IN HISTORICAL SOCIETY FILES 





campynewspapers of the Mexican 


\ REMARKABLE collection of the 
War, the Civil War and the World 


War has recently come into. possession of | - 


the New York Historical Society. In 
tumming over these frayed, yellowed 
pages the first impression is that of 
similarity. Despite the widely separated 
dates and placesj of pullication much of 
the material might have been written 
by the same hand. The journalists who 
toiled. over these columns in Mexico, 
Texas, Virginia or Northern France 
showed much the same outlook on life. 
The same lively sense of news and of 
humor is common to the’ three genera- 
tions. 

This collection contains complete files 
of the newspapers published by. Amer- 
ican troops in the City of Mexico and 
at Jalapa, Mexico, beginning fh 1847. 
The camp papers of the Civil War’ are 
more numerous and vafied-in frm.) 
Many examples are preserved of the 
papers issued by the armies on either 
side of the conflict. Several. were pub- 
lished in prison camps in Texas. In 
some cases wall paper: was used and the 
printing appears on a single side of the 
sheet. 

The Mexican War papers had no illus- 
trations. Several attempts at illustra- 
tion were made in the camp papers of 
the Civil War but these were coarse 
wood cuts. In the camp papers of the 
recent war one finds the cartoon, the 
comic strip, the illustrated advertisement 
and the half-tone reproduction. 

The camp papers published-during the 
Mexican War throw a miore illuminating 
light.upon that almost forgotten conflict 
than many of the histories. .They ex- 
press enthusiasm for the enterprise and 
pride in the achievement of the army, 
with. a singular absence of: hatred of 
the enemy. One gets the impression 
from these faded pages that the. Ameri- 
can troops were enjoying thémselves. 

In seyeral of the. advances of the 
army the papers closely followed the 
flag. When the troops occupied Jalapa 
im April, 1847, a local newspaper office 
was taken over and The American Star 
mage its appearance. It was not until 
the third issue was printed that the ed- 
itor remembered, in the rush of going 
to press, that he had forgotton to an- 
nounce the position of his office, and 
even then his ideas were somewhat 
hazy. ‘‘Our office,'’ he writes; ‘is on 
the principal street on the right as you 
come into town from Vera Cruz and 
three or four doors below the Presada.”’ 
In, the same ‘number one reads::»**The 
Star is. printed on the same type that 
this day week spoke such bitter things 
against us.” 

American soldiers made themselves 
at home in the Mexican:cities. Local 
events are reported in the most friendly 
spirit, and one even finds the papers 
apologizing for having misspelled unfa- 
miliar Spanish names of prisoners. The 
theatres and the opera were ‘“‘covered,’’ 
the performances praised and the publi¢ 
urged to give them support. Advertise-+ 
ments were accepted at a nominal rate. 

The general make-up of the papers 
published in Mexican camps is similar 
to those of the Civil War, although the 
former are, on the whole, better printed. 
There is everywhere a lightness of 
touch and evidence of love of humor, 
with a determination to, look on the 
bright side of things. The humor is 
often that of another generation and the 
jokes, which are used to fill space in. 
the immemorial manner, would not have 
passed muster in thé later wars. The 
editors were given to quotations from 
Shakespeare, Emerson and the Bible. 
There were no “‘scare heads.’’ 

One of the ‘early "papers announces 
joyfully that ‘‘mint julips.and ice cream 
can be found jn°“Mexico.”’ There are cc- 
casional advertisements for liquors at 
low figures. It fs interesting to find 
that the saloons of the Méxican towns 
were closed by army orders at 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and“the paper notes 
later that the number of arrests and 
general: disorder. were greatly lessened 
thereafter. An officers’ athletic club 
was formed and flourished. 

The soldiers evidently took great pleas- 
ure in’ reading what “the Mexicans 


thought of. them, good or bad. A-stand- 


ing headline was employed announcing 
“‘Intercepted. Letters.’’ 

“Yesterday,” Wrote a Mexican soldier, |

Verse in Civil War Papers. 

There- was a surprising. activity  iny 
newspaper making throughout. the Civil 
War in both armies. The Civil War 
papers were less stodgy than. those, of 
the Mexican War. and. the “headlines 
were less conventional. The humor waa 
of a later vintage. . Unlike the. camp 
papers of the Mexican or of the World 
War, the Civil War journalists seemed 
to be obsessed with the ambition to 
commemorate current- events: in. verse. 
Most of it. was dogegeérel. 

The Civil War-papers are on the whole 
more poorly printed than those of the 
other wars. Paper and ink were scarce- 
Some of the papers were laboriously 
written in hand, since type was lacking. 

As in the’ Mexican War, the camp 
papérs closely, followed the flag and 
often made their - appearance’ a. few 
hours after the occupation of a new po- 
sition. - A. typical case is that of the 
canip paper entitled The New .York 
Ninth. : The leading editorial of the first 
édition published in Warrington, Va., 
announces, for instance; that “The 
paper will be published weekly from this 
office so.long as the regiment continues. 
to be stationed at this Dlace or Yicin- 
‘ty. 


The attitude of the makers of camp. 


newspapers in both armies i» the Civil 
War was on the whole surprisingly tem- 
perate. The leading editorial of The 
New York Ninth, on its ‘irst. appear: 
ance, states: ‘‘We hope the paper will 
serve to win the good opinion of those 
among whom we are stationed. Our 
opinion of Warrington is that-it fs «ne 
of the préttiest. towns we ‘have éver 
seen and. we cons.der Ons selves fortu- 
nate in our quarters.’’ And again: 
“Our reception “by the inhabitants has 
not.thus far been as: cordial as we 
would wish. As wé become better ac- 
quainted we hope to see the. most kind- 
ly: feelings existing be us.’” 

The, files of these, reflect the 
quiet, uneventful small town life, re- 
markably. free from the violence and 
passions of war. ‘Advertisements of 
local. stores. .were printed free. There 
are repeated cautions. against the care- 


less handling of firearms. One of the. 


news items announces that a young man 
‘Was arrested ‘for stealing fifteen boxes 
of shoé polish and-was punished by be- 


‘ing ordered to black boots until the sup- 


ply was exhausted. i 

“The Old Flag,’’ first published by 
Union prisoners at Camp Ford, Texas, 
reflects a calm life; Its pages contain 
advertisements for musical instruments, 
boots, cigars and a-barber. The camp 
was greatly interested at'one time in a 
musicale, when a violin, a flute and a 
home-made banjo were énlisted to. cele- 
brate.~ Washington's “birthday.

head of the House of Bishops should 
combine his ecclesiastical dyties. with 
the more practical ones of President of 
the Nati Council, In other. words, 
the presiding Bishop of the church’ 
should “also be the President. of the 
‘National Council, the body charged with 
the responsibility’ of settling all church 
questions, But the advanced age of the 
late’ Bishop - Tuttle; . then’ presiding 
Bishop, made additional duties impos- 
sible and it was decided to appoint a 
President of the Council. 

Accordingly the Right Rev. Thomas 
F. Gailor of Tennessee was chosen; 
Bishop Tuttle, who died in 1923, was suc- 
ceeded by Bishop Garrett. of Texas, who 
lived only six. months, and who fn turn 
was succeeded, by the next. fanking 
Bishop, the ‘Right Rev. Ethelbert Talbot 
of Pennsylvania. .In the past six years 
twb men have virtually haridled the 
work intended for one man, but with 
the election of a new head of the church 
next October the presiding Bishop will 
‘become automatically President of thé 
National Copncil, the office now held 
by Bishop Gailor. f 


Probable Candidates. 


Close friends of Bishop .Gailor, who 
has been mentioned for the post of pre- 
siding Bishop, say that he is ankious to 
return to the duties of his Tennessec. 
diocese and would not atcept nomination. 
Bishop Gailor, a man of literary tastes, 
has written extensively on religious sub- 
jects. -He wishes, he says to continue 
his’ writings, but wwe have more leisure 
to. do-so. “In-the ‘ event ‘that Bishop 
Gailor declints tc be a canilidate, the 
Bishops Perry of Rhode Island, 
Matthews-of New Jersey, Reese of Ohio, 
Freeman of Washington, Fisk of Cen- 
tral New York and Brent of Western 
New. York are likel} to figure in‘ the 
election contest. The, Right Rev. Wil- 
Ham T, Manning of the Cathedral. of 
St. John the Divine has also been sug- 
gested. 

With’ the exception of Bishop Manning, 
Bishop Brent is probably better known 
loc&lly than any of the others. His work. 
was closely followed by many admirers 
during the long period of his service as 
‘Bishop of the Philippines. Three times. 
he refused. a bishdpric, preferring the 
arduous task he hat set himself to do 
‘half way round the glébe. His, passion 
for facts obtained first- d carried him 
to the outposts of civilization, ‘to the 
‘stéerage of oceangoing ‘liters ‘and to 
other places where he thought he could 
best serve those in need of help. As an 
authority on the opfum traffic he has 
served. for twenty years on all commis- 
sions. dealing with this: growing evil.- 
Shanghai, The Hague, Geneva, know’ the 
Bishop and his'work.

The Test of Truth. 


This sheer factual basis of the Chris- 
tian religon is denied by a large body 
of persons in the modern Church; in- 
deed at this point we find, what is really 
perhaps the most. fundamental diver- 
‘gence in the religious world at the 
Present day.

God’s revelation of Himself to. man 
embraces,. indeed; only a small part of 
His being; the area of what we know is 
infinitesimal compared with what we, do 
not know. But partial knowledge is not 
necessarily false knowledge; and our 
knowledge of God, on the basis of His 
revelation of Himself, is, we hold,. true 
as far as it goes. 


“Theology a Science, Téo. 


Christianity then, mm our view, is not 
a life as distinguished froma doctrine, 
or a life of which doctrine is the sym- 
bolic intellectual expression, but—just 
the other way around—it is a life found- 
ed upon a doctrine. We refuse, there- 
fore, to abandon to the student of nat- 
ural science the entire realm of fact, in 
order to reserve to religion ‘merely a 
realm of ideals; on the contrary, theo- 
logy, we hold, is just as”nuch:a science 
as is chemistry. The two sciences, it is 
true, differ widely in their subject mat- 
ter and in particular they differ widely 
in the qualifications reqtired of the in- 
vestigator; but: they are both concerned 
with the- acquisition and orderly ar- 
rangement of truth. 

The body of truth upon which. the 
Christian religion is based may be di- 
vided into three parts. There is, first, 
the doctrine of God (or theology proper) ; 
second, the doctrine of man; and, third, 
the doctrine of the Christian relation- 
ship between God and man.. These. three 
divisions may now be ic agaae ch briefly 
in turn. 

The basis of the Christian view of God 
—by no means all of it, but the basis of 
it—is simply theism: the: belief, namely, 
that the universe was created, and is now 
upheld by a personal Being upon whom 
it is dependént but who is not dependent 
upon it. This viéw is. opposed to all 
forms of the prevalent. pantheism, which 
either makes ‘‘God’’ merely a collective 
name for the world process itself, or else 
regards Him as related to the world 
process as the soul of man is related tb 
hid body. 


Pantheism vs. Theism. 


All forms of. pantheism -diffe? from 
theism: in, denying ‘the transcendence of 
God, the Separatéeness of God from the 
world. But the transcendence of God— 
what the Bible calls the ‘‘holiness’’ of 
God—is af the very: root of the Chris; 
tian religtén. God is, indeéd, according 
to the Christian view, immanent in the 
world; but He is also personally distinct 
from the “werld: and. from the finite 
creatures that He has made. 

The Christian doctrine of man is partly 
involved in the Christian doctrine of 
God; theisp,, with its distinction between 
God ang ‘the world, humbles man as 
crestaure “under the almighty hand of 
God, while the current pantheism exalts 
man because his life is regarded as being 
a part of all the God there 1s, 

But another difference of opinion is 
more important still; it appears in di- 
vergent ‘views of ‘moral evil. . According 
to historic Christianity, all mankind are 
under the just condemnation of God, 
and are utterly helpless because .of the 
guilt and power of sin.. Acéording to 
another very widespread type of. belief, 
human resources are. gufficiént for hu- 
man needs, and self-development, espe- 
cially the development of. the religious 
nature, is the Christian ideal» This type 
of . belief is optimisti¢™ about <human 
nature as it is at‘ present constituted; 
while historic Christianity regards all 
mankind as being in * itself nopeReety 
lost.

God 
and man, «not -at.all/ in any effort. to 
take lightly the curse of God's ‘law, ‘but 
simply and solely in ‘an acthint: of what 
God Himself. has: doné. 


We deserved eternal death, but the 
Son of God, who was Himself God; came 
into this -warld for our redemption; took 
upon Himself the just.punishment of our’ 
sins, died in our stead on the cross, 
and finally completed His yedeeming 
work by. rising. from the temb in “a 
glorious resurrection. There gnd_ there 
alone is found the Christian gospel; the 
Piece of ‘‘good news” upon whith all our 
hope is based. : 


That gospel, as indeed the term 
“news”? implies, is an account, not of 
something that. always was true; but of 
something that happened;* Christianity 
is based not merely on ethical principles 
or on eternal truths of religion, et. also 
on historical facts. 


The Supernatural. 


The redeeming facts upon: which the 
Christian hope ‘is based were things done 
by the -Lerd Jesus Christ, arid those 
facts involve. the entrance into the 
course of. this world of- the creative 
power of God; in other words, they. in- 
volve the supernatural. 

Acceptance of the supernatural « does 
not; as is often supposed, déstroy thé 
basis of sciencé; it dees not introduce 
an element of arbitrariness which would 
make impossible any exhibition 6f.regu- 
lar sequences tn nature. On. thé con-= 
trary, a miracle, according to the Chris- 
tian view, is not’an arbitrary or-pur- 
poseless dvent, but proc®eds from the 
very source of all the order that there 
{is in the world, namely, from the will 
of God. ‘ x 

God is the: author of ‘nature, and we 
Christians are willing to trust Him not 
to destroy that orderly system in which 
it is His will that we should live. In- 
deed, the. believer -in the supernatural 
is in some. respects kinder to the scien- 
tist than the scientist ventures: to ‘be. to 
himself; for in order to maintain the 
distinctness of the supernatural from the 
natural we are obliged to hold. that 
there is a real order of nature—not a 
mere, observed set of sequences, but. & 
really existent order... Only, that order 
of nature,. though really existent, is. not 
self-existent; it. was created by ‘the fiat 
of God’s will, and He has never aban- 
doned His freedom in. the presénce of 
His world. 


We are not saying that while miracles 
were accomplished by ‘God ordinary 
évents are not. accomplished by Him, 
but only that in the case of ordinary 
events He uses means, .or “*‘second 
causes,” while in the case of mitacles 
He puts forth His creative’ power,) A 
miracle, then, is an event wrought; by 
the immediate, as @istinguished from.

Jesus As Saviour. 


Acceptance of this New \Testament ac- 
count: of. Jesus involves a certain atti- 
tude toward Him -whichAs. widely dif- 
ferent from the attitude assumed by 
Many persons in the Church today. 
Jésus, we hold, was not only & teacher 
and example (thotigh He was all ‘that)) 
but He was, and is, our Saviour and 
Lord,-He was not the first Christian, the 
initiator of a new type of religious life, 
but stood in’a far more fundamental and 
far more intimate telattonship to Chris- 
tianity than that, because He was the 
one who made Christianity possible by 
His redeeming work. 

At ‘no point does our attitude appear 
in more characteristic fashion than just 
heré. Many persons hold up their hands 
in, amazement at our assertion that 
Jesus was not a Christian, while we re- 
gard it as the very height of blasphemy 
to‘say that He was a Christian. **Chris- 
tianity’’ to us is & way’ of getting rid of 
sin; and, therefore, to say that Jesus 
was a Christian’ would be to deny His 
perfect holiness. 

*But,’*4t is said, “do you mean to tell 
ug that if'a man lives a life like the life 
of Jesus but rejects the doctrine of the 
redeeming: work of Christ in. His death 
ahd resurrection, he is not a Christian?” 
-The question is often asked, but the an- 
swer ‘is’ very simple. Of course, if a 
man really lives a life. like the ‘life of 
Jesus, all is well; such a man is indeed 
not a Christian, but hé is something bet- 
ten than a Christian—he is a being who 
has never lost his high estate of son- 
ship with God. 


Christ the Object of Faith. 


But dur trouble is that our Hves, to say 
nothing of the lives of those who thus 
so confidently appeal to their own simi- 
larity to Jesus, do not seem to be. lke 
the life of Jesus. - We are. sinners, hence 
we. become Christians. ‘We are sinners, 
and. hence we' accept with thankfulness 
ithe redeeming love of thé Lord Jesus:

Thus we make Jesus not merely an

the transaction of its business and per+ 
inanent. public. works, might be pro- 
gressed with the proceeds of the sale of 
Sonds rather than’ by annual appropria- 
tion from current’ revenues of the State.

The Poughkeepsie Bridge.

“The publie square lends atmosphere 
and is of great value in beautifying any 
city.

of conventional design. Such squares,, 
however, fail utterly to meet the de- 
mands of a great modern crowded city, 

“Just what class of the, community 
do such squares accommodate? , Take 
Bryant Park, for example. The »seats 
beneath the trees’ on the walks are filled 
day and night with park loungers... In 
other words, these priceless open spaces, 


actually taken over by the least worthy 
element of our population. The walks 
of the park become unpleasant. A lady 
hesitates: to cross the square ahd be 
stared at by these chronic loafers. 
For Use of Children. : 
‘“‘Now in the vicinity of Bryant Park 
thére are 1,000 active citizens who need 
this square for every park loafer.. It is 
absurd that these idlérs should monop- 
olize, this invaluable open space. When 
a public square is surrounded by pri-. 





vate houses, as.in the old days, when 


‘Bryant Park was laid out, the park 


benches were used.by residents of the 
neighborhood, and especially by chil- 
dren. No one lives facing Bryant Park 
today except a few clubmen, and they 
are not found on the, park benches. 

“The designs for public parks, in 
the past, with their winding walks, are 
hopelessly obsolete today.; The great,: 
busy_ crowd which moves about Bryant 


| Park at present has no time for the 


winding paths laid out to meet condi- 
tions of half a century and more \ago. 
They seek the shortest distance between 
two points, the short cut so dear to the 
heart of the New Yorker. Bryant ‘Park 
affords no such short cut, and as a 
result the crowd in a hurry passes 
around it. This open space serves no 
useful purpose. 

“The same situation exists in Madi- 
son Square. Great streams of travel 
pour tp and down Madison Avenue, but 
the park forms an inconvenient barrier 
between the streets of the north and 
south ends of the square. -If the 
parked spaces were crossed by broad, 
difect pathways the whole movement 
would be speeded up. The same is true 
of Union Square and practically all the 
other squares of Manhattan. They 
suffer from an extremely inefficient and 
antiquated arrangement. Sometimes a 
public square may be-best. paved with- 
out foliage, like Trafalgar Square, Lon- 


don, or the Place Vendome, Paris, and} 
again one of the most important pur- 
poses of a public. square may be to in- 
troduce green grass and foliage og our 
crowded city streets. 

Foliage and Grass. 

“This end is not accomplished effec- 
tively: by. the old designs of. public} 
squares. The park loafers destroy the 
grass and make the parks grow shabby. 
The few scattered trees do not prosper 
as 9 rule, and the plan ‘of dotting them 
here and there along.the winding paths 
does not give massed foliage, which is 
to be desired ‘ina restricted space of 
this nature, + 


“It may’ be laid down as a general 
rule in d@signing public squares that 
When the open space is surrounded with 
high buildings, so that all sides may 
be seen, the whole must be architectt- 
rally treated. The-obsolete designs -of 
winding. paths and grass and trees be- 
come -impossible. among the most con- 
spicuous* public squares’ in London} 
and the. Place de la..Concord in Paris. 
These are a delight and an inspiration. 
Imagine how they would appear if 
transfigured with winding paths and 
irregiilar grass plots and badly grouped 
trees.’’ : i Ad ¥, S 

‘Mr, Hastings’s design for Bryant Park 
provides benches around the perimeter

“The ground east of: Sixth Avenue,’’ 
said Mr. Hastings, “‘unfortunately- rises 
above the street level.

“the sides of the park for its entire 


length, both on Forty-second Street and 
-Fortieth Street, three feet, above the 
level. of the pavement. The square will 
thus: be bounded-both on the north and 
south by wide margins extending from 
Sixth Avenue to the rear of the library. 
“These spaces will be planted in each 
case. with four rows of trees regularly 
spaced and closely grouped. As a .re- 
sult, when the trees grow, two thick 
masses of foliage will bound the Square 
on either side... This. will, introduce a 
very. welcome touch of color, which will 
be ;cool and restful to the eye. . No at- 
tempt will'be made tq grow grass be- 
neath these trees. _The ground will be 
he beh as in the’ French parks, ‘with 
ped clay, which: is’ easy to keep 
clean. 


“In raising the level of the square 
plenty of good earth will be used and 
every precaution taken to assure the 
growth of the trees: The French un- 
derstand this matter better than

“The west side of Bryant Park pre- 
sents a difficult: architectural problem.

Many Miscaliculations. 

That is a fair sample of opinion among 
executives today. No one at that meet- 
ing could produce a balance sheet to 
show.in dollars and cents just how much 
pensions pay and why; but there was 
no doubt that they were eminently 
worth while. And: this in. spite of the 
chastening which some leading employ- 
ers have had. 

It would be difficult to find a case 0 
miscalculation on a large scale either: so 
common or so economically and human- 
ly tragic as that of American business 
men ‘in regard to pensions. It is bad 
enou for an executive to go along for 
sevefal' years making reports to his di- 
rectors’ “that his’ pensidns' paynréents 
amount to only 1 per cent. of his. total 
payroll, then suddenly to find: them 
doubled in a single year, and to’ dis- 
cover, on recalculation; that. twenty-five 
or thirty, years hence’ they will have 
jumped to 30 per cent. of the outgo for 
wagés. But it is worse for the workers, 
who have counted on their $50 or $100 a 
month after retirement, to find pay- 
ments stopped and to learn that what 
they * thought’ were ‘corporate promises 
were only good- intentions and bad 
figuring. * 

The Morris siinbioh episode shows 
what happens when the future isnot 
properly discounted. Back in /1909 Morris 
& Co. instituted their pension plan. 
Twenty years of service with the ‘com- 
pany and ‘an age of 55 allowed retire- 
ment with benefits; at 65 retirement. was 
made ‘obligatory. The employes -con- 
tributed to the fund and the, company 
undertook to set aside $25,000 a year 
until the -fund had reached: $500,000. 
Everything wert well for thirteen years. 
The -fund was ‘certainly ‘‘solvent’’—as 
men retired, their pensions were duly 
paid ahd there was money left over in 
the bank.- 

But in .1922 the bottom dropped out— 
at least for the 400--or«s6 men and 
women who depended on the benefits. 
Armour & Co. took over the Morris 
Company in a corporate merger. Those

Morris employes still: at work atthe 
time of the combination and who -were 
continued. at. work under the new man- 
agement had their pension credits taken 
over into the Armour pension fund, and 
those: not re-engaged had.their former 
deposits returned.

Twenty of the 400 pensioners joined’ in 
a suit to compel the creation of a’ trust 
fund in this amount "to guarantee their 
‘payments. Only recently *the -court 
handed down its decision—the pension 
plan created. no contract liability with 
the-.company and the perisioners were 
not allowed anything beyond ‘the $320,- 
000, which by that<time, of course, had 
leng since -been exhausted. *‘That this 
decision .may be sound ‘as a ‘matter of 
law is. cold comfort to the elderly men 
and women who had conte to.count on 
their pensions every month to tape their 
food and lodging. : 

The gap between the $500,000 which 
Morris’ & Co. thought would: meet their 
pension requirements and the. $8,000,069 
which it- was —ultimately , foufid: wo 
meet the needs:-of. ofly 400. of .their 
superannuated employes, is a fair meas- 
ure of the gap’ that lies between secur- 
ity and ruin for the pension plan of any 
big concern.

What the pension curve means when 
applied to concrete instances is not diffi- 
cult to’ illustrate. Take the United 
States: Steel Corporation, for example. 
It started its, pension system in 1911_by 
offering. benefits to its employes with- 
out contributions from them amounting 
to..1 per cent of ‘the average monthly 
pay received during the final years. 
It was first payable after twenty years 
of. service and. after an age of-60 years. 
The first year. payments amounted to 
$280,000 to 500 pensioners. But the fol- 
lowing year 363 more people wént on the 
pension roll, “and payments went to 
$358,000, : 


So the process went. on until in 1916 
disbursements had more than doubled. 
Then, in concern, the company. modified 
its \plan by extending thé age and ser- 
vice requirements. That checked the 
upward rise; but ‘only temporarily, of 
course.. In 1917 some.$700,000 was paid 
in  benefits,. while last year’s report. 
shows.an expenditure of $1,680,000. At

The Steel Corporation, like ‘almost all 
‘concerns which have adopted pension 
plans, has been careful) to guard itself 
from: any fixed dbifgations in future 
years. The rules explicitly state that 
the plan isa ‘purely voluntary. provis- 
fon for the benefit of’ employes so 8 
and constitutes no contract and confers 
no legal rights upon any employe, ” and 

er that “‘whenever it may be found 
that the basis named for pensions. shall 
create, total. demands in excess of the 
annual income increased by any sur- 
plus: deemed applicable by the Board of 
Directors a new basis may be found for 
reducing the pensions.” But. technical 
reservations such as these usually do! 
not square the purposes of a pension 
plan with the cumulative curve of the 
lability it involves. 

This is the difficulty. that is now. caus- 
ing Americanexecutiyes: to recast. their 
entire pension program, and in so. doing 
to reconsider, what, nits, puTposes..arg. ini 
the light of their experience.. The mo= 
tives that underlie the growth of pen- } 
sions are, like the roots of any human 
Anstitution,. many and difficult to -un- 


er: atleast .executives think they do. 
They payin different ways .and‘in. dif- 
ferent. degrees, ‘accofding to. the ‘form 
they ‘take. By and- large, they make 
for.more efficiency in the shop. They 
tend to stabilize the force and to allow 
-for the less painful elimination of -hu- 
man deadwood in an industrial plant. 


“The young men,"’ said the chief ex- 
ecutive of a big concefn the .other day, 
“aren’t interested in pensions. But the 
older men are. And our older men ‘have 
More influence on the young ones than 
any force we-can exert.” 


_ “I don’t believe,” said’ another, ‘‘that 
our pension plan actually cuts down 
turnover. Hor our older men don’t leave 
anyhow.

This is 
particularly frue in cases where his ac- 
crued credits cannot be withdrawn. This 
feature of pensions ‘has, naturally, 
aroused ~the ae of ofganized 
labor. 

“Wherg the. workers receive, an .ade- 
quate wage,”’ said the late Samual 
Gompers,. President of the American 
Federation of Labor, “‘they will provide 
their own pension system, and whatever 
men’.do for. themselves ‘increases their 
walue as. workers. * * * Until the Gov- 
ernment itself establishés an ‘old-age 
pension system labor. will insist that 
pen: systems be controlled by the 
workers themselvés, Without any con- 
nection whatever/with the employers.” 


Pensions as strike insurance, however,

ing to an inyestigation made by the

AVIATION LOOKS, TO NEW AIR COLLE'

W YORK UNIVERSITY’S new 

school of ‘aeronautics, for the es- 

tablishment. of which | Daniel 

Guggenheim gave $500,000 a-few 

days ago, is expected to have an 
important influence upon ‘the deévelop- 
ment of aviation. . It will provide a place 
where college men canbe trained in a 
profession. which. has up to the present 
lacked such facilities. «Those familiar 
with the plan see in it & méans of pop- 
ularizing flying. They are confident 
that the Daniel Guggenheim School of 
Aeronautics, as it is to be named, will 
be the forerunner of: similar schools .in 
other institutions. 

Heretofore college \men, even after 
graduating. as engineers, have. been 
forced to serve a long apprenticeship: in 
the aircraft:factories .before qualifying” 
for constructive work in the new. sci- 
ence. This ~has been~discouraging, for 
other industries offered surer and quick- 
er returns. All of the aerial pioneering 
has been done by members of the indus- 
try, college professors with vision and 
the officers and civilians i the Federal 
bureaus. Because the Government in 
one’ way or another defrayed the ex- 
pense of this development, aviation has 
remained a military art without. muclt 
popular appeal. Outside the military 
branches there has been no incentive for 
the new generation to. enter aviation. 
Young men’ could not afford it: 

The new collegé will offer’ a ‘means 
whereby students may leave college as 
well equipped for aviation work as engi- 
neers {n other industries, perhaps bet- 
ter prepared for making their mark 
more quickly, for aeronautics is new and 
practically free from: precedents and | 
inhibitions whith generations have set, 
up in the other sciences, It is signifi- 
cant that a young’ military aviator the 
other day -flew his airplane from San 
Antonio, Texas, ,to New ‘York for: the 
sole purpose of matriculating at the new 
school, the classes of which will start at 
the opening. of the college.year in ‘Sep- 
tember.

already exists. Aviation. was. incorpo- 
rated in the curriculum three years .ago 
through the efforts. of Professor .Col- 
lins P. Bliss, head of the Department 
of Mechanical ngineering, and Alex- 
ander Klemin, who has had charge of 
the aviation courses... “They. ‘obtained 
financial support from more than a 
score ‘of prominent men in and- out of 
aviation, and the results have been fol- 
lowed with interest.. Of the nine grad- 
uates in that course in June last. year, 
seven entered the aviation industry, all 
finding excellént positions. There -were 
more positions available than there .were 
graduates. ; 


One of those. who watched the success |. 


with: which the Faculty was promoting 
aerial science. was Harry F..Guggen-; 
heim,.son of.the founder of the new 
school. He had ‘been one of the first 
civilians to. enter. aviation during the 
World War. He became a.naval flyer. 
When he explained to his father the 
desire of the university to. have a thor- 
oughly equipped school, the elder Mr. 
Guggenheim appreciated its importance. 
He ‘has approved the: present plans, 
which .provide for a. building to be 
erected in. the centre of the -engineer- 
{ng quadrafgle, the east. wing of which 
is the Sage Research Laboratory. All

A recent letter from Colonel. Roose- 
velt to James Simpson of Chicago, 
‘backer of the expedition, reveals that 
the Roosevelts will leave the heavy 
main trainjust after they enter Central 
Asia and, “‘traveling hard and light,’ 
will push into the Russian. Pamirs* to 
the north, through the Karakoram 
range of the Kuen-Lun Mountains. 
“There they. will. hunt. the ovis poli be- 
fore turning. south through the lofty 
passes. to rejoin the main body of the 
expedition, under direction. of George 
> K. Cherrie. 

The heavy train will follow the jungle. 
path along the Yarkand River toward 
Aksu, and on the way will pick up the 
hunters. Small animals of rare va- 
rieties, such as the adventurers are es- 
pecially eager to study and to bag; 
abound along the route of the main 
caravan. 

‘When the climb to great altitudes is

Camels in the Train. 


Bactrian camels .will be the burden- 
bearers for the party. Men »can go. to 
places where no four-footed: dnimal-may 
venture; but coolies require about two 
pounds of food daily, and can carry only 
sixty pounds all told over thése difficult 
ways; and yaks, which eat four pounds 
@ day, can carry only 160 pounds each. 
(‘Traversing a country which offers no 
food along the road, a party could: not 
go far with such beasts of burden; and 
so camels, which can get along on two 
pounds of grain daily—if they .must— 
while carrying 250 pounds, are the only 
practical means of transport. They are- 
sure-footed and not afraid of ne) moun- 
tain torrents. 

A herd of well-trained camels -will be 
on hand awaiting the Roosevelt party 
when itvleaves Leh: From Bombay, the 
landing point in India, the party will 
travel by rail to a point near the north- 
ern border; and from that point to Srin- 
agar the trip may be made in motor 
trucks. But from Srinagar gasoline 
must be abandoned as an agency of pro- 
pulsion in favor of the sturdy yak’s 
muscles, and at Leh the. main burden 
must be taken over by camels, 

For the purposes of this journey 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt will become 
Su-to and Captain Kermit will be known 
as Ko-mi. These are the Chinese names 
bestowed upon them in their credentials, 
written in several languages and ad- 
dressed to a_yariety of potentates. 


Extremes of Heat and Cold. 


From Srinagar to Leh, 11,500 feet 
above the level of the seay is 243 miles 
up and up through the lovely valley of 
the Sind River. On the way the party 
must pass through‘ the Soji-La Pass in 
the Zaskar range, but on arriving at the 
village they will find civilization of a 
sort. A British officer there regulates 
traffic in conjunction with a Governor 
appointed by the Kashmir State. There 
is a. Moravian mission, with a fairly 
good hospital ; and there is a meteorolog-. 
ical observatory, the topmost in Asia: 

Leh is the capital of Ladakh, a de- 
pendency of Kashmir, and lies not far 
from the upper reaches of the Indus 
River.. It is at a cross-reads of travel 
between India, Chinese Turkestan and 
Thibet, and boasts a population of more 
than 2,000. From the central Asian 
khanates of Kashgar, Yarkand, Khotan 
and Lihasa (the last the dwelling place 
of the Dalai Lama, supreme of the liv- 
ing Buddhas) traders come to barter 
their wares in the market here.

GOVERNMENT POSTERS WILL 
"URGE OBSERVANCE. OF LAWS 





ITHIN a ew ‘a the “Wea- 
gral Government will leunch an 
advertising campaign on behalf 

of the law enforcement, particularly the 
enforcement of the Volstead act. It 
will be a poster campaign exclusively 
and it is possible that the Goddess of 


Liberty will raise her torch in an: ap-| 


peal to the American people to observe 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution. 

At the moment the Government is 
considering the advisability of using the 
familiar figure of ,the Goddess to il- 
lustrate one’ ef its posters. 

Thé campaign is more or less of an 
experiment. Its purpose is to deter- 
mine whether advertising can be used 
effectively-in fostering a respect for 
and order. Only $50,000 is to be spent 
on\ the ‘initial. venture; that is, by the 
Federal Governmént. . Other -agencies 
may extend the campaign’ if they want 
to. But those promoting it: believe that 
substantial results can be -achieved 
through the sum provided ‘by Congress. 

This novel advertising campaign is to 
be handled by the prohibition enforce- 
ment unit of the Treasury Department. 
It was suggested by Major Roy Haynes, 
Prohibition Commissioner, who advised 
Congress'to provide a much larger sum: 
The appropriation ‘allowed becomes 
available on June 30.

Testimony of the Brain. 


Take, for example, the development 
ef the human brain. In any vertebrate 
embryo, including , that of the human 
being, the ‘brain develops at the: anterior 
end of a Kollow neural tube which exr 
pands here into three: sgcs correspond- 
ing to the .fere, mid ahd hind brains. 
From each side of the fore-brain : sac 
another sac grows out ‘which expands 
in all directions, but especially back- 
ward, spreading over thé other brain 
sacs and ultimately forming the cere- 
brum, which js so large in- in com- 
parison, with the lower animals. All of 
this sac, except the lower part, aw well 
as the parts of the adult brain. formed 
from it, is known as the mantle or 
pallium, of which ‘that: part -which 
forms the major part of the: eerehrum 
is known as the neopallium, ~~ 

Now, the early condition of the neo- 
Pallium in the human embryo repre- 
senta about the whole extent of the 
pallium in the adult fish. As it grows 
further backward it represents first the 
extent of the pallium in the next higher 
class of vertebrates, the amphibians, 
and later the extent in the reptiles. 
Finally, as jt begine to cover the cere- 
bellum, the human’ embryonic pallium 
is like that found in the adult stages 
of the lower mammals, and not until it 
covers the cerebellum completely de we 
have the fully developed ‘human pallium. 
‘Thus, the forebrain of man passes, in 
its develepment, suceesgively through 
the various atages represented in. the 
adult forms of the various major yerte- 
brate groups, starting. with the fish 
and terminating with the most de- 
veloped form of the mammalian type.

With the dis- 
covery. of mutations and the Mendelian 
manner of heredity and of much that 
was formerly not known concerning the 
character of variations, Darwin's explan- 
ation- of species-forming by natural se- 
lection has lost some of the validity as- 
sumed for it by Darwin, althqugh nat, 
ural selection jg still recognized as @ 
prime determiner of what lines. of evo 
lution may persist and what may. not. 

Species- -forming by mutations—which 
are suddenly appearing as lessér or 
greater changes among individuals of 
an existing species that af¢.inheritable, 
and hence fixed fram tthe time of thetr 
first appearance, thus adding new kinds 
of plants and animals to the already 
existing kinds—shoOws us evolution ace 
tually aned visibly occurring under our 
eyes. _ 

To the biologist evolution appears visi- 
ble in other ways, hut to the demands 
of the doubter fer tangible visible ex- 
amples of present species-changing, mur 
tations are the best answer.

If the set is to be taken-on a motor 
trip: it should be mounted on springs or 
tubber cushions to ‘withstand vibra- 
tion. Care should be taken not to place 
the set so that the diais are on top and 
the vacuum tubes in.a horizontal posi- 
tion.. The tubes must be’ in/a vertical 
position, otherwise the filaménts will sag 
and come in contact with the grid or 
plate. If the set is.to be made especially 
for automobile or motorboat service, the 
controls should be mounted on top of the 
cabinet instead of on: the sides and the 
tubes mounted in a vertical position. 
This arrangement gives’ greater facility 
of controls. 

A radio set in a motor car or. boat 
generally picks up interference from the 
ignition system. It is usually necessary 
to stop the engine, although near-by sta- 
tions can be heard through the ignition 
disturbances. There‘is a ‘method of 
muffling the ignition system, but the ex- 
pense of installation does -not warrant 
its use in most cases. 

The’ body of the.car can be used for 
the ground. Connect the ground terminal 
to some point on the car which connects. 
to the body, the frame and the engine. 
Ordinarily this will be ah ample ground 
due to the capacity between ‘the car and 
the earth, the car being insulated from 
the earth by the tires. 

The storage battery, used for the light- 
ing system can generally be used to 
light the filaments of the-vacuum tubes.

PLANS THREE HOTELS 
FOR FLORIDA RESORT 


Developer Making Arrangements 
for $3,000,000 Hostelry at 
Hollywood-by-the-Sea. 


Joseph W. Young, developer of Holly- 
wood-by-the-Sea, the new resort between 
Miami and Palm Beach, is spending 
several days in New York City making 
arrangements for the $3,000,000 hotel 
that is being built on Hollywood beach. 
He is also arranging for material for. 
two other hotels, one on Hollywood 
Boulevard and one in Hollywood Hills. 
Hollywood is less than four years old. 
It has. paved streets and boulevards, 
many business buildings, hotels, apart- 
ments and bungalows, all in Spanish 
architecture and blending with the 
Florida trees and shrubs. 

Last Winter. Mr. Young built seven- 
teen miles of highways. This stretch: of 
road was on Highway No. 8 The heavy 
rains of last Fall destroyed it. The 
road connected with the hard-surfaced 
road built from Palm Beach t¢ Okee- 
chobee by W. J. Conners -of ‘Buffalo. 
Mr. Young got the consent of the State 
Highway Department to build the road 
through the Everglades, which opened up 
traffic. The completion. of the road is

OPTIONS IN LEASES FAR-REACHING; __. 
LESSEE MUST PROVE DESIRE TO SELL} 





Tf a lease containg a provision grant- 
ing the lessee the option of purchasing 
the premises should the lessor ‘‘desire’’ 
or. *‘decide’’ to sell, the right of the 
lessee to purchase does not become abso- 
lute until the lessor shall in fact try to 
sell the premises. Many leases, it is 
pointed out in the current number of 
the New York Law Review, contain a 
provision Which appears to give the 
lessees an option on the leased prem- 
ises under certain conditions, without 
clearly defining what this right amounts. 
to. What . difficulty a lessee might 
have to prove that the lessor desired to 
or had decided to sell the premises is 
thus described: 

*"Where the lease gave the lessee an 
option to purchase the leased, premises, 
conditioned upon a contemplated sale 
thereof by the lessor, the fact that the 
lessor attempted to sell the demised 
premises, together with other adjoining 
premises owned by him, as an entirety, 
and for a. lump sum, may not be taken 
as a manifestation or an intention or 
desire on his. part to sell within the 
terms of the lease, so as to confer upon 
the lessee the right to exercise the op- 
iton to’ purchase ‘the premises a a 
proportionate part of the price offered 
for the whole.’’ 

The Review quotes this part of a de- 
¢eision in Jergensen v. Morris, 194 App. 
Div. 92. 

“A covenant in the lease that ..the 
lessor will, in the event he shall ‘desire 
to sell’ the leased premises before the 
expiration of the lease, give the lessee 
‘the first option’ to purchase, binds the 
lessor, if he shall wish to sell to a third 
person, during the term, first to offer 
the property to the lessee on? 
terms, But such covenant does not au- 
thorize the lessor to terminate his obli- 
gation to the lessee by calling upon him 
to make an. offer at any time. Other- 
wise the landlord might have ended his 


f| obligation to him at any time by de- 


manding even a preposterous price.” 
Reference is also. made to an opinion 


ajin the case of the The New Atlantic 


Garden v. Atlantic Garden R. Corp., 201 
App. Div. 404 Aff’d 237 N. ¥. 36, which 
reads in pdrt: 

“Nor is the obligation of the lessor 
discharged by giving the lessee notice of
